Conn.  Town  in  Dispute 

Memorial  to  Holocaust  Will  ‘Ignore’  Gays 


Model  of  proposed  West  Hartford 
monument

WEST  HARTFORD,  CT  —  This 
city’s  Human  Rights  Commission  has 
refused  to  recognize  the  more  than 
250,000  homosexual  victims  of  the 
Holocaust.  The  representation  would 
come  in  a  planned  memorial  in  the 
town’s  center. 

The  issue  began  in  1975  when  the 
West  Hartford  Human  Rights  Com¬ 
mission  organized  plans  to  sponsor  a 
“Holocaust  Memorial  Week”  of  activ¬ 
ities.  During  that  time  a  local  commit¬ 
tee  of  gay  people  was  formed  and  re¬ 
quested  consideration  from  the  com¬ 
mission  to  allow  homosexual  victims  to 
be  represented  on  the  monument.  Since 
then  there  have  been  a  series  of  spor¬ 
adic  meetings  between  the  gay  commu¬ 
nity  and  the  commission  on  the  matter. 

Commission  Dropped  Issue 

At  a  June  13  meeting,  the  commis¬ 
sion  decided  to  drop  the  issue  because 
no  gay  representative  attended  a  pre¬ 
viously  scheduled  hearing  to  reach  a 
resolution.  However,  according  to  Eric 
Gordon,  who  petitioned  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  to  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  the  gay  community’s  com¬ 
plaints,  the  commission  was  aware  that 
he  could  not  attend  the  meetings. 
Gordon  was  working  on  his  doctoral 
dissertation  in  New  Orleans  and  told 
them  that  he  would  send  F.  Jay  Dea¬ 
con,  pastor  of  the  West  Hartford  Com¬ 
munity  Church  (MCC),  as  a  substitute 
representative.  But,  the  commission 
never  notified  Deacon  of  the  hearing 
date. 

The  Human  Rights  Commission 
responded  to  the  gay  community’s  re¬ 
quest  by  indicating  that  “a  monument 


is  for  all  victims  of  the  Holocaust 
without  reference  to  a  specific  group.” 
Contrary  to  its  policy,  however,  the 
commission  has  in  the  past  offered 
representation  to  various  constituen¬ 
cies  including  Catholics,  Protestants, 
Jews  and  blacks. 

Deacon  told  GCN,  “By  the  commis¬ 
sion  denying  us  representation,  a  me¬ 
morial  becomes  meaningless  if  you 
don’t  challenge  current  fears,  biases 
and  hatreds  in  society.” 

Mandala  Inc.  Formed 

The  purpose  of  the  Human  Rights 


Commission  is  to  oversee  civil  rights 
issues  and  investigate  complaints  of 
human  rights  infringements.  As  an 
outgrowth  of  the  commission, 
Mandala,  Inc.,  was  formed.  Mandala 
is  the  corporation  raising  funds  for  the 
monument,  which  will  disband  when 
their  $100,000  goal  is  reached.  The 
name  of  the  organization  is  taken  from 
the  term  which  means  a  “symmetrical 
symbol  for  wholeness  and  unity.” 

Eric  Gordon  told  GCN,  “I  think  the 
attitude  of  the  Human  Rights  Com¬ 
mission  in  this  matter  cheapens  the 


whole  issue  and  Mandala  as  well.  But, 
any  time  hypocrisy  is  unveiled  to  the 
public  it  is  positive.  This  issue  has  all 
the  earmarks  to  demonstrate  the  biases 
of  the  Human  Rights  Commission.” 

Anti-Gay  Voices 

Various  religious  constituencies  also 
voiced  their  objection  to  gay  participa¬ 
tion  at  the  June  13  meeting.  Rabbi 
Issac  Avigdor,  who  attended  the  meet¬ 
ing,  told  GCN,  “Homosexuality  is  a 
sin  in  the  Biblical  sense.  I  am  not  out  to 
fight  homosexuals  but  I  won’t  insult 
the  Jewish  people  by  placing  them  in 
the  same  monument  as  with  the  homo¬ 
sexuals.  I  would  not  oppose  a  separate 
monument  but  1  can  not  equate  them 
with  the  Jews.” 

Commenting  on  Avigdor’s  state¬ 
ment,  Deacon  replied,  “Homosexuals 
are  to  Rabbi  Avigdor  as  Jews  were  to 
Hitler.  The  whole  point  of  this  issue  is 
to  challenge  this  point  of  view.  Our 
next  real  significant  step  is  to  publicly 
demonstrate  directly  to  the  Town 
Council.” 

A  Political  Question 

Austin  Carey,  chairperson  of  the 
Human  Rights  Commission,  sees  the 
issue  of  the  homosexual  inscription  as 
a  political  matter.  He  told  GCN,  “The 
reason  the  group  hasn’t  been  afforded 
representation  is  because  they  don’t 
want  a  position  on  the  board.”  How¬ 
ever,  according  to  Gordon,  “This  is 
not  true  because  we  have  always  been 
outvoted  on  this  matter.  The  issue  we 
are  raising  is  what  they  don’t  want  rep¬ 
resented.” 

No  official  date  has  been  set  for  the 
memorial’s  construction. 


Did  Not  Know  of  Anti-Gay  Campaign 

ARCO  Support  of  Briggs  Sparks  Boycott 


SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  boycott  of 
the  Atlantic  Richfield  Petroleum 
Company  (ARCO)  is  taking  place  over 
the  issue  of  its  donations  to  State 
Senator  John  Briggs.  The  action  was 
begun  by  the  Lincoln  Republican  Club 
of  Southern  California  and  the  San 
Francisco-based  Concerned  Repub¬ 
licans  for  Individual  Rights. 

Although  neither  organizers  of  the 
boycott  nor  ARCO  have  any  exact  fig¬ 
ures  on  the  number  of  credit  cards 
returned  to  the  giant  petroleum 
company,  that  number  runs  into  the 
hundreds  since  the  beginning  of  the 
three  week  old  boycott. 

$2000  Donation 

ARCO  has  contributed  about  $2000 
to  the  gubernatorial  campaign  of 
Briggs.  Last  month  Briggs  dropped  out 
of  that  race  and  has  been  devoting  his 


energies  to  his  anti-gay  teachers’  initi¬ 
ative  campaign. 

ARCO  officials  claimed  that  the 
company  had  donated  specifically  to 
the  Briggs  campaign  coffers.  However, 
financial  reports  filed  with  the  state 
show  Briggs  channeled  almost  half  of 
the  money  he  collected  into  the  init¬ 
iative  campaign. 

It  remains  difficlut  to  determine  the 
exact  amounts  of  campaign  money 
because  of  a  number  of  committees 
used  by  Briggs.  It  appears  that  almost 
$350,000  of  the  over  $800,000  which  he 
collected  went  to  the  anti-gay  efforts. 
Not  Anti-Gay  Money 

Rodney  Rood,  Executive  Assistant 
to  the  chairperson  of  ARCO’s  board  of 
directors,  said  that  his  company  had 
specifically  earmarked  the  donation 
“for  Briggs’  gubernatorial  campaign.” 
“We  made  it  for  a  very  specific 


purpose  and  we  regret  very  much  that 
the  gay  community  is  reading  support 
of  Senator  Briggs’  anti-gay  teacher 
campaign  into  that.” 

The  ARCO  executive  defended  the 
company’s  contribution  to  Briggs  by 
saying  the  Senator  was  a  “serious” 
candidate  for  governor  of  California. 
The  official  maintained  that  the 
contribution  given  to  Briggs  came  at  a 
time  when,  “We  thought  Sen.  Briggs 
was  a  strong  contender  for  the 
nomination.” 

Briggs’  campaign  statements 
showed  a  $1000  donation  from  ARCO 
on  March  13  of  this  year,  a  period 
when  polls  showed  that  Briggs  would 
receive  only  two  percent  of  the  Repub¬ 
lican  vote  in  the  primary 

ARCO’s  Rood  said,  “I  can  assure 
you  that  none  of  ARCO’s  money  was 
transferred  from  Briggs’  gubernatorial 


campaign  to  the  anti-  homosexual 
teacher  campaign.”  He  addded  that  in 
that  same  period  when  they  were 
donating  money  to  Briggs,  ARCO  had 
“no  knowledge  of  Senator  Briggs’ 
campaign  on  homosexual  teachers.” 

A  poll  conducted  in  January  and 
February  of  this  year  showed  that  66% 
of  all  Californians  were  aware  of  the 
anti-gay  initiative. 

‘Fags  Stay  Out’ 

Rood  said  that  ARCO  bears  no  res¬ 
ponsibility  for  a  sign  which  appeared  in 
a  bathroom  of  an  ARCO  station  in  Los 
Angeles.  The  sign  read,  “Fags,  queers 
and  other  perverts  stay  out.” 

According  to  Rood,  the  firm  re¬ 
ceived  “several  calls”  about  that  sign. 
“I  believe  our  marketing  division  has 
spoken  to  the  individual  dealer  about 
it.” 


Boston  Feminist  Newspaper  Ceases  Publication  After  2  Years 


BOSTON  —  Sister  Courage, 
“Greater  Boston’s  Independent 
Feminist  Newsjournal,”  has  ceased 
publication  with  its  June  issue.  The 
newspaper,  which  was  two  years  old, 
was  the  first  publication  to  serve  the 
women’s  community  in  Boston.  Ac¬ 


cording  to  Flame  James,  a  member  of 
the  collective  staff  which  ran  Sister 
Courage,  the  paper  folded  because  of  a 
lack  of  volunteer  commitment  and  lack 
of  interest  in  the  community.  She  told 
GCN,  “We  folded  because  of  no  wom¬ 
an  power  and  no  clear  political  state¬ 


ment.  Because  we  were  concerned  with 
putting  out  a  paper  every  month,  we 
could  not  gear  ourselves  in  a  political 
direction.” 

The  newspaper  was  run  on  a  collect¬ 
ive  basis  with  three  subgroups  of  30 
women  in  the  editorial,  production  and 


business  departments.  The  paper  in¬ 
cluded  coverage  of  news,  arts  and 
human  interest  stories  relevant  to  the 
women’s  community. 

On  its  masthead,  Sister  Courage 
stated  that  it  existed  to  “promote  a 
positive  identity  for  women  by  pro-

BOSTON/BOISE  BENEFIT 

BOSTON  —  Rosa  Von  Praunheim  will  be 
present  at  the  Boston  premier  of  his  film,  It's  Not 
T i  e  Homosexual  Who  Is  Perverse,  But  the  Situation 
n  Which  He  Lives.  The  showing  is  to  benefit  the 
Boston/Boise  Committee  and  will  take  place  at  the 
South  Station  Cinema  on  Thursday,  July  20,  at  9:00 
p.m.  A  donation  of  $3,  or  more,  is  requested  of 
Those  who  ccn  afford  it. 

It's  Not  The  Homosexual,  made  in  1970  in 
Germany,  deals  with  the  lack  of  political  conscious¬ 
ness  and  "the  very  inhuman  and  self-oppressed 
behavior  among  gay  people  —  created  by  straight 
society." 

Von  Praunheim,  with  20  films  to  his  credit,  a 
prize  from  Cannes,  and  major  critical  reviews 
(including  analysis  of  his  works  in  The  New  York 
Times),  will  bring  the  movie  to  Boston  for  a  com¬ 
mercial  run  in  the  fall  after  its  near  riot-causing 
New  York  City  engagement.  He  is  in  the  United 
States  making  a  film  on  gay  lifestyles  and  will  be 
available  for  discussion  after  the  showing.

20,  at  7:30. 

BYRNE  SEEN  AS  VULNERABLE 

BOSTON  —  Suffolk  County  District  Attorney 
Garrett  H.  Byrne  is  trailing  in  the  race  for  county 
prosecutor,  according  to  a  poll  completed  two 
weeks  ago  by  Becker  Research  Corp.  According  to 
the  telephone  survey  of  Suffolk  County  voters  who 
intend  to  vote  in  the  Sept.  19  Democratic  Primary, 
Boston  City  Councillor  Christopher  A.  lanella  "holds 
a  clear  lead"  over  Byrne  with  36%  of  the  vote  to 
27%  for  Byrne,  with  former  Asst.  Dist.  Atty.  New¬ 
man  Flannagan  third  at  11%.  Twenty-six  per  cent 
of  the  voters  said  they  were  undecided. 

lanella  was  the  best  known  and  most  highly 
regarded  of  the  three  major  candidates,  while 
Byrne,  who  has  served  as  District  Attorney  since 
1952,  was  "unknown"  by  20%  of  those  polled. 
Members  of  the  Boston  gay  community  have  made 
the  unseating  of  Byrne  an  important  goal  for  this 
year's  elections. 

KRUGERRANDS  FOR  BETTE 

NEW  YORK  —  Apparently  Bette  Midler's  fear 
that  paper  currency  is  not  worth  what  it  is  printed 
on  continues.  According  to  the  current  issue  of 
Institutional  Investor,  Midler  has  demanded 
payment  for  an  upcoming  European  tour  in  South 
African  gold  Krugerrands. 

Half  of  her  $600,000  fee  was  to  be  paid  on  sign¬ 
ing  the  contract  and  the  rest  paid  at  the  end  of  the 
18-day  tour.  Gold  is  currently  selling  at  $170  an 
ounce. 

Earlier  this  year,  Midler  demanded  and  re¬ 
ceived  payment  in  gold  for  an  engagement  in 
London.  The  entertainer  has  not  commented  on  her 
decision  to  be  paid  in  the  precious  metal. 

MARINE  RING  INVESTIGATED 

CAMP  PENDLETON,  CA  —  Officials  report  that 
they  have  broken  up  a  "male  prostitute  ring”  that 
has  been  operating  out  of  this  U.S.  Marine  Corps 
base  some  100  miles  south  of  Hollywood. 

Investigators  said  that  the  shutdown  of  the 
"three  year  old  ring"  has  led  to  the  discharge  of  12 
Marines  and  a  continuing  probe  by  the  military.  The 
Naval  Investigative  Service  has  reportedly  con¬ 
tacted  Los  Angeles  police  to  examine  the  ring's 
connection  with  the  Hollywood  gay  community. 

Police  Lt.  Dan  Cooke  said  Hollywood  pornog¬ 
raphy  operators  played  a  critical  role  in  instigating 
the  operation.  "We  learned  of  the  operation  eight 
months  ago,  and  it  apparently  involved  an  individ¬ 
ual  who  was  soliciting  17  and  18  year  olds  through 
a  Marine  Corps  contact,"  Cooke  said.  "They  were 
sent  into  Hollywood  for  male  prostitution  and 
homosexual  acts  in  pornographic  films." 

A  spokesperson  at  the  base  said  the  ring  was 
uncovered  when  the  alleged  ringleaders  became 
"more  aggressive"  in  soliciting  young  Marine 
recruits  on  the  base. 

Officials  at  Pendleton  confirmed  the  discharge 
of  12  Marines  and  the  continuing  probe  of  30 
others.  Those  discharged  were  given  the  choice  of 
either  taking  honorable  administrative  discharges 
or  facing  courtsmartial.  All  chose  discharges. 


LICENSE  AT  FENWAY  HEALTH 

BOSTON  —  The  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center,  16  Haviland  St.,  Boston,  was  recently 
awarded  a  free-standing  clinic  license  by  the  state 
Public  Health  Council.  The  clinic,  which  serves 
some  17,000  Fenway  area  residents  as  well  as 
several  thousand  other  city  and  area  residents,  has 
been  in  existence  since  1971,  when  it  was  founded 
by  concerned  community  leaders  responding  to  the 
loss  of  private  physicians  in  the  neighborhood.  It 
has  been  at  its  present  location  since  1974. 

The  clinic  provides  comprehensive  primary 
medical  care,  ranging  from  allergy  shots  and 
hypertension  screening  to  full  physical  examina¬ 
tions  and  laboratory  testing. 

Specialized  gay  health  and  women's  health 
medical  sessions  are  offered  in  addition  to  daily 
general  medical  sessions  and  a  Wednesday  after¬ 
noon  medical  session  dedicated  to  senior  citizens 
only. 

Executive  director  of  the  clinic  is  Kevin 
Cunningham;  medical  director  is  Carol  Ribner,  M.D. 
Appointments  may  be  made  by  calling  267-7573 
between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  weekdays. 

MEN:  NO  SEX  WITH  MINORS 

PROVIDENCE,  Rl  —  A  judge  in  this  state  has 
upheld  the  constitutionality  of  Rhode  Island's  carnal 
knowledge  law  which  bans  only  men  from  having 
sex  with  minors. 

Superior  Court  Judge  Thomas  Needham  said 
there  were  about  40  cases  pending  in  which  men 
were  accused  of  sexually  abusing  young  women. 
He  said  there  were  "not  many"  adult  women 
having  sex  with  young  boys. 

The  judge  upheld  the  law  despite  a  recent 
federal  court  ruling  striking  down  New 
Hampshire's  statutory  rape  law  because  it  did  not 
provide  penalties  for  women  as  well. 

Judge  Needham  sentenced  a  Pawtucket,  Rl 
man  to  three  years  in  prison  for  having  sexual 
relations  with  a  14  year  old  woman. 

GAY  FILM  FINES 

BALTIMORE,  MD  - — -  District  Court  Judge  James 
Bundy  issued  maximum  fine  to  two  North  Avenue 
gay  movie  house  employees  after  convicting  them 
of  showing  films  without  permission  of  the  state 
censor  board. 

Dale  Rossbottom,  24,  of  Pittsburgh  and  Frank 
J.  Weiner,  22,  of  Baltimore,  both  received  fines  of 
$230  while  Rossbottom  received  a  30  day  suspen¬ 
sion.  A  third  defendant,  Joseph  M.  Posson,  22,  who 
was  tried  with  the  others,  failed  to  appear  at  a 
court  hearing.  The  judge  issued  a  bench  warrant 
for  his  arrest  and  ordered  him  held  on  $1000  bond. 

William  Zinnman,  lawyer  for  the  employees  of 
the  Cinema  Follies  Baltimore  Club,  argued  that 
since  it  was  a  "fraternal  organization"  and  part  of  a 
Washington  based  chain  that  regulated  member¬ 
ship,  the  theater  did  not  need  censor  board 
approval  to  show  movies.  Bundy,  terming  the 
contention  "an  interesting  problem  "  said  it 
nevertheless  fell  far  short  of  the  law. 

The  judge  said  he  was  not  questioning  the 
legality  of  the  censor  board  or  its  regulations, 
which  have  been  upheld  by  higher  courts.  Although 
he  will  not  jail  the  men,  the  judge  added,  he  would 
treat  them  "rather  severely"  and  he  hoped  their 
conviction  would  deter  others. 


GAY  'MARRIAGES'  BY  MAIL 

TULSA,  OK  —  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ, 
which  states  that  it  follows  "a  doctrine  of  sepa¬ 
ration  of  church  and  state  regarding  marriage,"  has 
voted  to  proclaim  gay  unions  as  spiritual  and  Chris¬ 
tian  marriages.  The  church  says  it  can  declare 
"Christian  Unions"  without  requiring  the  usual 
marriage  license. 

The  church’s  president,  Dr.  Charles  Johnson, 
has  announced,  "Considering  the  present  need  for 
zero  population  growth  and  the  psychiatric  evi¬ 
dence  that  sexual  orientation  is  established  in 
early  childhood,  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  pro¬ 
claims  the  right  of  gay  individuals  to  enter  into 
Christian  marriage  unions. 

"If  two  people  seek  to  love  each  other,  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  will  witness  that  emotional 
commitment,  register  their  religious  commitment 
from  the  date  the  union  was  formed  and  issue  a 
Church  wedding  certificate  by  mail."

NGTF  HONORS  COSTANZA 

NEW  YORK  CITY  —  Margaret  "Midge"  Cos¬ 
tanza,  Assistant  to  President  Carter,  was  recently 
honored  at  a  $100-a-plate  dinner  sponsored  by  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force 

Honorary  co-chairs  participating  at  the  dinner, 
at  the  New  York  disco  Les  Mouches,  were  Gloria 
Steinem,  editor  of  Ms.  Magazine:  Arthur  Laurents, 
producer  of  the  film  "The  Turning  Point";  Bella 
Abzug;  feminist  writer  Lois  Gould;  Aryeh  Neier, 
executive  director  of  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union;  and  Robert  Lipsyte,  former  sports  editor  of 
The  New  York  Times. 

Costanza  was  presented  with  a  plaque  honor¬ 
ing  her  "outstanding  contribution"  to  human  rights 
on  behalf  of  the  lesbian  and  gay  community.  The 
award,  the  first  in  NGTF  history,  was  presented  by 
Task  Force  Co-directors  Jean  O'Leary  and  Bruce 
Voeller. 


ANTI-GAY  ALI 

NEW  YORK,  NY  —  Muhammad  Ali  has  made  it 
known  that  he  is  apparently  no  friend  of  gay  rights. 
Returning  to  this  country  after  a  much  publicized 
trip  to  the  Soviet  Union,  the  former  boxing 
champion  told  reporters  that  he  has  seen  much 
there  that  pleased  him. 

”1  saw  only  one  policeman,"  Ali  said.  ”1  didn't 
see  no  guns.  No  crime.  No  prostitutes.  Not  one 
homosexual."  Ali  met  for  nearly  an  hour  with  Presi¬ 
dent  Leonid  Brezhnev  during  his  goodwill  tour  of 
the  Soviet  Union. 

WORK  ON-GOING  IN  PENN. 

WILLIMSPORT  —  The  formation  of  a  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  gay  support  group  is  starting  to  take  a  more 
definite  form  following  organizational  meetings 
this  past  month.  The  new  group  will  attempt  to  give 
the  gay  movement  here  more  strength  through  a 
community  effort.  Activities  began  with  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  a  state-wide  telephone  network  with 
established  switchboards  and  gay  community 
centers  as  key  points  to  contact  other  organizations 
and  people  in  other  cities. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  entire  state  could  eventu¬ 
ally  be  notified  in  less  than  48  houis  »n  «ineiyen- 
cies.  A  state-wide  mailing  list  is  also  being  com¬ 
piled  for  use  when  time  is  of  lesser  importance.  To 
be  on  this  list,  you  may  send  your  name  and 
address  on  a  3x5  card  to  C.B.C.,  Box  4031,  Allen¬ 
town,  PA.

The  Walt  Whitman  Democratic  Club  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  the  Minorities  Rights  Democratic  Club 
of  State  College  led  the  discussion  on  the 
governor's  and  legislative  sessions.  A  new  commit¬ 
tee  also  met  for  the  first  time  to  begin  formulating 
plans  toward  next  year's  state  gay  conference.

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No  More  Head  of  Household 


Census  Bureau  Makes  Change  for  Next  Count

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  U.S. 
Bureau  of  the  Census  has  made  a 
number  of  changes  in  the  1980  ques¬ 
tionnaires,  which  will  take  into  account 
the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people 
not  living  as  husband  and  wife. 

There  has  never  been  a  designation 
on  the  census  forms  for  gays  or  for  het¬ 
erosexual  couples  living  together 
outside  of  marriage.  According  to 
Arthur  Mielke  of  the  Bureau,  “We  just 
assumed  people  were  married  or  were 
living  together  as  roommates.” 

New  Category' 

Beginning  in  1980,  the  Census 
Bureau  will  have  the  designation 
“partner,  roommate”  to  describe 


BOSTON  —  The  Massachusetts 
Caucus  for  Gay  Legislation  has  begun 
announcing  political  endorsements  for 
the  coming  fall  primaries  and  general 
elections. 

On  Friday,  June  23,  MCGL  en¬ 
dorsed  State  Rep.  Barney  Frank  for  re- 
election.  At  a  community-wide  town 
meeting  the  group’s  co-coordinator, 
Dave  Drolet,  praised  Frank  for  his 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  gay  community 
over  the  years. 

Referring  to  the  town  meeting’s  pro¬ 
gram,  entitled  “What  is  the  future  of 
the  gay  rights  movement?”  Drolet 
spoke  of  Frank  as  “that  one  man  on 
Beacon  Hill  who  has  done  as  much  for 
the  gay  rights  movement  as  has  anyone 
-  while  working  just  as  hard  for  the 
rights  of  the  elderly,  those  imprisoned 
and  all  minority  groups.  It  is  our  inten¬ 
tion  to  return  that  favor.” 

MCGL  has  also  announced  its  en- 


relationships.  The  change,  Mielke  told 
GCN,  is  part  of  an  extensive  effort 
to  produce  a  questionnaire  that  “will 
not  irritate  or  scare  away”  people  the 
Bureau  wants  to  count. 

“We  conducted  tests  in  a  number  of 
cities,”  Mielke  said,  “to  decide  how  to 
word  the  questions  on  the  basis  of  how 
people  responded  to  alternative  ques¬ 
tionnaires.” 

Another  Change 

A  major  change  coming  from  those 
tests  was  that  there  will  be  no  more 
“head  of  household  designation.”  In 
the  past,  Mielke  said,  “there  was  a 
concrete  rule  that  the  husband  was  the 
head  of  the  household.  But  what’s 
happening  in  the  country  now,  is  that

the  husband  is  not  always  the  head.” 

The  Census  Bureau  will  now  ask 
about  “the  household  member  (or  one 
of  the  members)  in  whose  name  the 
home  is  owned  or  rented.”  But,  “If 
there  is  no  such  person,”  the  census 
form  will  instruct  respondents,  “Start 
in  this  column  with  any  adult 
household  member.” 

‘It  Doesn’t  Matter’ 

According  to  bureau  spokesperson 
Mielke,  “It  doesn’t  matter  to  us  any¬ 
more  who  runs  the  houses  in  the 
country.  The  answering  of  the 
Questionnaire  can  be  done  by  any 
member  of  the  household;  we  just  want 
to  make  sure  we  are  able  to  count 
people  in  1980.”

The  Census  Bureau  will  still  be 
keeping  track  of  certain  trends  in  the 
country’s  population.  The  number  of 
unmarried  persons  of  the  “opposite  sex 
sharing  the  same  living  quarters”  will 
still  be  a  segment  of  the  population  the 
Bureau  will  be  concerned  about. 

In  1970,  the  Census  Bureau  found 
that  the  number  of  heterosexual 
couples,  living  outside  of  marriage,” 
had  doubled  since  1977.  It  noted  at 
that  time  that  the  number  of 
households  in  which  persons  “live 
alone  or  with  non-relatives”  had  in¬ 
creased  by  41%  since  1979.  in  1977 
there  were  an  estimated  216  million 
people  living  in  the  United  States.

Mass.  Gay  Legislation  Begins  Endorsing  Candidates 


Virginia  Group  Fights  Anti-Gay  Liquor  Law  Provisions 


RICHMOND,  VA  —  A  statewide 
campaign  to  eliminate  certain  pro¬ 
visions  of  Virginia’s  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  Act  has  been 
initiated  by  the  Virginia  Coalition  for 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  Political 
Action  Committee. 

The  beginning  stage  of  the  VCLGR 
effort  is  a  statewide  letterwriting 
campaign  this  summer  to  the  three 
Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  (ABC) 
Commission  members,  Robert  W.  Jef¬ 
frey,  Archer  Yeatts  and  Commission 
Chair  T.  Rodman  Layman.  The  group 
is  urging  people  who  “support  gay 
rights”  to  write  the  commissioners  to 


recommend  elimination  of  the  “anti¬ 
homosexual  provisions”  of  the  ABC’s 
code. 

Two  sections  of  the  code  have  been 
singled  out  as  being  “especially  dis¬ 
criminatory  toward  gays”  according  to 
the  Coalition.  Section  4-37  states  that, 
“The  Board  may  suspend  or  revoke 
any  license  issued  by  it,  if  it  has 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  .  .  .  that 
the  place  occupied  by  the  licensee  .  .  . 
has  become  a  meeting  place  or  rendez¬ 
vous  for  users  of  narcotics,  drunks, 
homosexuals,  prostitutes,  pimps, 
panderers,  gamblers  or  habitual  law 
violators.” 


Another  provision,  Section  4-58.10, 
provides  that  no  licensee  shall 
“knowingly  employ  in  the  licensed 
business  any  person  who  has  a  general 
reputation  as  a  homosexual,  panderer, 
gambler,  habitual  law  violator,  person 
of  ill-repute,  user  or  peddler  of 
narcotics  or  a  person  who  drinks  to 
excess.” 

Any  changes  in  the  code  in  Virginia 
must  ultimately  be  approved  by  the 
General  Assembly.  VCLGR’s  cam¬ 
paign  is  based  on  garnering  the  support 
of  the  ABC  Commissioners  for 
changes  in  the  code. 


Several  legal  arguments  have  been 
cited  by  the  organization  in  urging 
elimination  of  the  code’s  reference  to 
gays.  VCLGR  will  argue  that  certain 
categories  of  persons  cited  in  the  two 
sections  are  criminals  under  Virginia 
state  law,  something  that  gays  are  not. 
Specific  sexual  acts  are  illegal  in  the 
state,  but  it  is  not  a  “crime”  to  be  a  f 
homosexual  in  Virginia. 

VCLGR  also  believes  Section  4-37  to 
be  unconstitutional  because  it  prohibits 
freedom  of  assembly,  and  sees  Section 
4-58.10  as  “an  unwarranted  govern¬ 
mental  intrusion  on  an  employer’s 
right  to  hire  based  on  merit.” 


Caucus  Being  Formed  by  Teachers  Association  in  Mass. 


AMHERST,  MA  —  A  gay  rights 
caucus  of  the  Massachusetts  Teachers 
Association  (MTA)  is  being  organized 
by  a  gay  professor  of  education  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  here. 
Membership  in  the  caucus  is  open  to  all 
interested  MTA  members.  This  will 
make  it  easier  for  gay  teachers  to  be 
active.  Membership  or  activity  will  not 
necessarily  mean  that  the  person  is  gay. 

The  School  of  Education  at  UMass/ 
Amherst  as  part  of  one  of  its  published 
goals  seeks  to  eliminate  discrimination 
on  the  basis  of  sexual  preference  from 
all  aspects  and  levels  of  the  education 
profession.  The  UMass  faculty  also 
recently  voted  to  be  represented  by  the 
MTA  as  their  collective  bargaining 
agent.  Professor  Hutchinson  was 


elected  a  delegate  10  the  1978  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  MTA.  During  this  an¬ 
nual  meeting  there  were  a  number  of 
resolutions  adopted  which  were  con¬ 
cerned  with  aspects  of  human  rights. 
Protection  against  discrimination  due 
to  sexual  preference  was  not  among 
them.  A  resolution  to  this  effect  was 
submitted  to  the  Resolutions  Commit¬ 
tee  by  Prof.  Hutchinson  and  another 
delegate  from  the  university.  The  reso¬ 
lutions  committee  disapproved  this 
resolution  and  it  was  not  presented  to 
the  meeting  of  delegates.  While  the 
resolution  could  then  have  been  intro¬ 
duced  from  the  floor  it  would  have 
required  a  two  thirds  majority  just  to 
be  heard. 

Prof.  Hutchinson  decided  that  it 


would  be  more  effective  to  encourage 
members  of  MTA  who  support  non¬ 
discrimination  of  gay  people  to 
organize  a  caucus  within  MTA.  The 
Massachusetts  Teachers  Assn,  has  co¬ 
operated  in  this  effort  to  create  a  gay 
rights  caucus.  A  letter  from  Prof. 
Hutchinson  was  published  in  the  May 
16,  1978  issue  of  MTA  Today,  a 
monthly  newspaper  of  the  MTA.  This 
effort  is  intended  to  strengthen  the 
MTA  and  apparently  the  MTA  under¬ 
stands  this. 

It  is  likely  that  about  10  percent  of 
MTA  members  are  gay.  The  pressures 
on  gay  teachers  to  remain  hidden  (to 
stay  in  the  closet)  are  very  great.  A  gay 
K-12  teacher  whose  sexual  preference 
became  generally  known  would  risk 


abusive  treatment,  substantial  efforts 
to  get  the  teacher  to  resign,  or  dismissal 
even  if  tenured.  Many  gay  teachers 
believe  these  risks  to  be  real. 

There  are  several  things  that  any 
reader  can  do  to  help. 

L  Bring  this  matter  to  the  attention 
of  gay  teachers  and  progressive  straight 
teachers.  Ask  them  to  join  the  caucus 
by  writing  to  Prof.  Hutchinson. 

2.  Write  to  the  MTA  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors,  20  Ashburton  Place,  Boston 
02108,  requesting  their  support  of  gay 
rights  for  teachers.  If  you  write  anon¬ 
ymously,  explain  why.

Our  Voice  Is  Your  Voice 


In  its  statement  of  principles,  GCN  “supports  the  aims  of  feminism,  Third 
World  and  other  minority  struggles.”  It  announces  itself  as  a  “community 
newspaper  .  .  .  [which]  serves  a  population  that  is  not  geographically  bounded  .  .  . 
it  takes  the  name  of  a  community  news  because  it  is  predicated  on  the  idea  that  gay 
people  .  .  .  are  and  should  be  members  of  the  same  community.” 

Every  effort  is  made  to  cover  all  segments  of  the  gay  and  lesbian  communities. 
Part  of  that  effort  is  to  inform  the  gay  and  straight  populations  of  the  oppression 
faced  by  gays  in  this  country.  Discrimination  against  gay  men,  lesbians,  women  or 
any  people  is  reported  on  and  condemned  vigorously  in  the  pages  of  GCN. 

During  Boston’s  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Week  this  year,  a  workshop  on 
“Racism  in  the  Gay  Community”  issued  a  list  of  demands  (see  GCN  Vol.  5,  No. 
50).  The  first  demand  was  that  GCN  “make  it  a  policy  to  include  reports  of  racial 
discrimination  in  their  paper  on  a  weekly  basis.” 

GCN  has  in  the  past  and  will  in  the  future  report  on  racial  discrimination.  In 
the  past  we  have  run  extensive  investigations  of  discriminatory  policies  at  bars  and 
at  gay  and  straight  businesses  throughout  the  country. 

The  size  of  our  staff  precludes  us  from  reporting  on  instances  of 


discrimination  on  a  weekly  basis.  We  must  rely  on  the  community  for  reports  of 
discrimination  anywhere. 

We  have  always  had  the  policy  of  following-up  on  each  complaint  made  to  us 
of  discrimination  based  on  sex,  race,  age,  sexual  preference,  religion,  etc.  If  during 
our  investigation  we  find  merit  to  the  complaint,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  report  on 
the  issue  and  we  make  every  effort  to  remedy  the  problem. 

It  has  not  escaped  notice  by  the  staff  of  the  newspaper,  however,  that  we  are 
remiss  in  not  having  much  Third  World  input.  We  realize  that  many  of  our  black 
and  Hispanic  readers  may  view  GCN  as  just  another  “white,  liberal 
establishment.”  This  is  not  true. 

We  welcome  and  actively  seek  input  from  all  segments  of  the  gay  community 
and  we  have  always  sought  differing  views  and  perspectives.  We  invite  all  gay 
people  to  come  to  our  offices  with  their  ideas  and  thoughts  about  the  paper. 

The  Gay  Community  News  has  gone  through  a  number  of  changes  in  its  five 
year  history.  But,  we  have  remained  and  will  always  remain,  the  community 
newspaper.  The  voice  for  and  of  all  segments  of  the  gay  community  is  that  voice, 
with  each  and  everyone’s  comments,  criticisms  and  ideas.

Dear  GCN — 

John  Fitzgerald,  in  a  letter  to  GCN  (6/24/78), 
wrote  that  adolescents  "must  make  the  decision 
concerning  the  course  of  their  life  with  the  least 
guidance  and  influence.”  As  to  whal?  Their 
sexual  orientation?  It  is  then  implied  that  a  gay 
“choice”  (my  quotation  marks)  is  incompatible 
with  a  “successful  and  fulfilling  adulthood.”  He 
goes  on:  “misery  loves  company  .  .  .  involving 
children  and  adolescents  in  misery  is  criminal 
and  should  be  treated  as  such.”  I  find  that  offen¬ 
sive  and  if  Mr.  Fitzgerald  is  gay  then  perhaps  he 
should  seek  a  little  guidance  himself. 

As  for  his  claims  of  “proselytizing”  by  gay 
teachers  and  counsellors,  I  was  happy  to  see  the 
NYT  reprint  by  Robert  Claiborne  on  the  page 
opposite,  in  counterpoint.  Unscarred  and  with 
his  heterosexuality  intact,  Mr.  Claiborne  tells  of 
several  sexual  relationships  he  enjoyed  with  other 
boys  at  school.  There  are  many  such  heterosex¬ 
ual  men,  some  of  whom  sought  out  sexual  rela¬ 
tionships  with  older  men  as  well  as  or  instead  of 
with  their  peers.  In  my  experience  most  remem¬ 
ber  the  experience  with  fondness. 

Compared  to  the  immense  pressure  exerted  on 
the  young  to  conform  sexually  and  otherwise,  I 
don’t  see  anyone  being  intimidated  when  con¬ 
fronted  by  a  gay  activist  or  two.  Joe  Miller  and  a 
couple  of  members  of  the  Committee  for  Gay 
Youth  were  recently  invited  and  then  asked  to 
return  after  a  very  good  reception  at  Arlington 
High  School.  Of  the  sly  seducers  that  I’ve 
known,  most  tend  to  be  the  more  repressed  and 
closeted  of  our  community,  and  even  they  can’t 
be  accused  of  doing  such  devastating  harm. 

If  the  adolescents  for  whom  he  speaks  (I’d 
rather  hear  them  anyway),  have  in  fact  been 
“disturbed  by  the  intrusion  of  homosexuality 
into  their  lives”  then  so  be  it.  It’s  a  part  of  life 
and  often  a  part  of  themselves  and  they  need  to 
come  to  grips  with  it  better  than  the  majority  of 
their  elders.  We  as  a  community  should  be 
behind  the  right  of  anyone,  and  that  includes 
adolescents,  to  decide  however  and  with 
whomever  they  choose  to  be  intimate.  Our  own 
experiences  tell  us  that  they  need  that  support. 

Finally,  there  are  issues  to  be  discussed  con¬ 
cerning  relationships  between  people  of  differing 
ages  and  at  last  we  are  beginning  to  see  such  a 
discussion.  In  doing  so  I  do  not  share  the  opinion 
of  Mr.  Fitzgerald  that  we  are  engaged  in  “the 
destruction  of  the  gay  community.”

mede's  speech 

to  the  Editors: 

I  thought  the  Gay  Day  Parade  and  Rally  this 
year  were  wonderful;  I  couldn’t  have  enjoyed 
them  more.  I  was,  however,  a  little  upset  at  one 
incident.  While  Ed  Mede  was  speaking,  a  small 
group  of  women  shouted:  “Get  that  sexist  pig 
off  the  stage!”  This  was  unfortunate. 

Ed  Mede  is  one  of  the  many  men  who  were 
indicted  last  December  by  D.A.  Byrne  in  the 
D.A.’s  imaginary  “sex  ring.”  Since  his  indict¬ 
ment,  Ed’s  life  has  changed  —  radically.  For  the 
first  time  in  his  life,  Ed  is  now  active  in  gay  lib¬ 
eration.  He  has  been  active  with  the  Boston/ 
Boise  Committee,  was  instrumental  in  organizing 
the  now-controversial  Gore  Vidal  lecture  benefit 
for  B/BC,  has  attended  Gay  Pride  Week  meet¬ 
ings,  and  accepted  the  invitation  to  speak  at  the 
Gay  Day  Rally.  This  was  a  remarkable  thing  for 
him  to  do  and,  I  think,  deserves  our  praise. 

Ed  Mede  is  47  years  old.  He  is  not  like  many  of 
us  who  are  younger  and  have  been  lucky  enough 
to  be  young  when  such  important  mass  move¬ 
ments  like  the  feminist  struggle  and  gay  libera¬ 
tion  developed  in  the  last  10  years.  He  has  spent 
his  life  in  a  small  community  (Revere)  where 

feminism  and  gay  liberation  have  not  had  the 
impact  —  or  allowed  the  activity  —  as  in  Boston 
or  Cambridge.  Ed  had  no  idea  of  his  audience  at 
the  Gay  Day  Rally.  But  he  gave  a  sensational  and 
winning  speech  emphasizing  unity  and  how  we 
must  struggle  together.  There  is  always  room  for 
criticism,  of  course,  and  we  can  all  benefit  by  it. 
But  I  think  if  some  of  the  gay  sisters  had  dem¬ 
onstrated  a  little  more  interest  and  compassion, 
they  would  have  listened  to  Eddie  before 
shouting  abuse  at  him.  Had  they  any  criticism  of 
his  speech,  an  appropriate  way  of  telling  him 
would  be  speaking  to  him  afterwards  on  a  per¬ 
sonal  basis  and  not  shouting  at  him,  in  the  rudest 
fashion,  at  our  Gay  Rally.  There  are  many 
people  to  be  shouted  at  in  public:  newsmen  and 
women,  public  officials,  police.  I  think  we  gay 
people  should  be  a  little  more  sensitive  to  each 
other,  especially  at  a  time  and  a  place  that  we 
have  worked  so  hard  to  create  just  for  ourselves.

No  Rights  for  Shrimp  Eaters

“Missionaries  run  about  the  earth;  philosophers  must  at  least  run  about  the  streets. 

.  .  .  Preach  and  write,  fight,  convert,  make  the  fanatics  so  hateful  and  so  contemptible 
that  the  government  will  be  ashamed  to  support  them.  .  .  .  Ridicule  overcomes 
everything.  It  is  the  most  powerful  of  weapons.  ...  To  laugh  while  taking  vengeance 
is  a  great  pleasure.”  —  Voltaire 

The  inspiration  for  the  errant  musings  which  follow  was  my  chance  encounter 
with  a  newspaper  advertisement  shown  to  me  by  a  friend  as  we  walked  to  a  local 
Cambridge  bistro  in  seach  of  a  cup  of  coffee.  It  seems  that  yet  another  re-born 
Christian  group  is  crusading  to  make  the  country  safe  from  immoral  and  decadent 
sorts  such  as  peddlers  of  porn,  homosexual  teachers,  and  various  and  assorted 
purveyors  of  license  and  libertinism  who  pander  to  popular  prurience.  Naturally, 
these  archons  of  public  rectitude  are  soliciting  your  financial  support  for  their 
morals-mending  missions;  any  response  to  their  entreaties  is  a  certain  guarantee  of 
a  life-long  blitz  of  notices  from  their  propaganda  mills  and  pleas  from  their 
exchequers.  ' 

It  is  curious  that  of  all  the  immoral  acts  perpetrated  by  mankind  in  past, 
present  (and  future?!),  none  come  under  such  scathing  attack  from  the  relentless 
searchlight  of  “Christian  truth”  as  the  alleged  sexual  misconduct  of  others!  Nazi 
concentration  camps,  the  My  Lai  massacre,  the  atomic  cremations  of  Hiroshima 
and  Nagasaki,  parental  torture  and  murder  of  their  own  children,  abuse  and 
destruction  of  the  natural  environment,  routine  exposure  of  workers  to  atomic 
radiation  —  nothing  outweighs  sexual  miscreancy  in  the  minds  of  these  people.

Crusaders  for 
sexual  decency  haven’t  time  to  question  the  misdeeds  of  persons  in  authority  who 
order  the  defoliation  of  rice  paddies  before  harvest  time  or  who,  by  waiving 
insurance  requirements  for  the  nuclear  energy  utilities,  exempt  the  industry  from 
responsibilities  to  a  powerless  public. 

Perhaps  the  real  source  of  the  problem  is  what  Alvin  Toffler  in  Future  Shock 
termed  “overchoice.”  Given  feeble  intellectual  equipment  at  the  outset  and  an 
overload  of  value  conflicts  to  resolve,  the  only  way  such  minds  can  assure 
themselves  of  moral  correctness  is  to  think  small.  Pick  something  so  insignificant 


and  yet  self-damning  as  a  basic  instinctual  drive  turned  mortal  sin  and  one  is 
absolved  from  thought,  analysis  and  reflection.  How  much  simpler  life  is  to  those 
obedient  to  the  Revealed  Word  of  the  Unarguable  Source  of  Truth. 

Never  mind  that  the  Bible  is  full  of  contradictory  moral  precepts  from  one  end 
to  the  other.  Never  mind  that  God  Himself  (that  everlasting  source  of  mercy, 
compassion  and  love)  authorized,  nay  ordered,  the  slaughter  of  innocent  babes  in 
their  mothers’  arms.

Workshop  Informs  Community  of  Gay  Parents  Center  in  Boston

BOSTON  —  A  small  group  of  peo¬ 
ple  attended  a  workshop  discussion  re¬ 
cently,  initiated  by  the  staff  of  the  Gay 
Parents  Custody  and  Visitation  Center 
(GPCVC).  The  workshop  organizers 
said  that  their  purpose  was  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  gay  community,  and  particu¬ 
larly  lesbian  and  gay  parents,  to  the 
Center,  and  to  share  strategies  to  com¬ 
bat  discrimination. 

The  idea  for  the  Center  was  con¬ 
ceived  by  a  group  of  women  lawyers 
and  law  students,  and  the  Lesbian 
Mothers  Rap  Group  (LMRG),  which 
had  been  involved  in  the  organization 
of  a  Lesbian  Mothers 
Center  last  summer  in  New  York. 

The  Anti-Sexism  Committee,  with 
the  support  of  the  LMRG,  designed  an 
eight-week  training  program  which  got 
underway  last  month.  Thirty  women

BOSTON  —  Over  forty  people  came 
to  discuss  “The  New  Right”  at  the 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Week  work¬ 
shop  given  by  the  Lavender  Resistance 
Collective.  The  session  centered  on  the 
film  Madchen  in  Uniform,  set  in  a 
girls’  school  in  Germany.  The  film, 
based  on  a  play  written  by  Christa 
Winsloe  and  directed  by  Leontine 
Sagan,  was  released  in  Germany  in 
1931,  less  than  two  years  before  the  rise 
of  Hitler. 

The  film  deals  with  lesbiansim  in  the 
school,  but  unlike  the  play  on  which  it 
was  based,  it  relies  primarily  on  insinua¬ 
tion  to  develop  the  issue.  Brian  Cum¬ 
mings,  of  Lavender  Resistance, 
pointed  out  that  the  film  focused  on 
sexual  repression  to  contrast  the 


and  men  are  being  trained  in  para-legal 
skills  and  peer  counseling  skills  and 
will  staff  the  center  when  it  opens  in 
the  fall. 

These  sessions  are  being  videotaped 
in  the  hope  that  future  staff  would  be 
trained  and  that  the  tapes  could  be 
shared  with  other  communities 
wanting  to  start  similar  centers. 

The  training  is  being  funded  by  the 
Summer  Projects  Committee  of  the 
National  Lawyers  Guild.  Four  interns 
have  been  hired  to  enable  the  staff  to 
meet  their  goal  of  opening  in  Septem¬ 
ber.  It  is  hoped  by  the  staff  that  the 
Center  will  function  as  a  resource,  edu¬ 
cation  and  referral  center  for  lesbian 
mothers  and  gay  fathers  struggling 
with  custody,  visitation  and  related 
issues. 

The  workshop  began  with  a  “state 
of  the  law”  discussion  led  by  Holly 


societal  values  of  hierarchy  and  obedi¬ 
ence  to  authority,  puritan  sexuality, 
and  traditional  sex  roles  with  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  values,  as  shown  in  the  ways 
they  relate  to  each  other.  “They  are 
alive,  sharing,  loving,  having  fun,”  he 
said,  “existing  in  a  realm  apart  from 
their  regimented  training.” 

“People  were  becoming  aware,” 
Cummings  continued,  “of  problems  in 
society  and  took  part  in  different 
movements.  There  was  a  growing 
leftist  movement  and  strongly  develop¬ 
ing  women’s  and  gay  movements.  As  a 
response  to  these  growing  movements, 
a  right  emerged  to  re-instill  the  values 
and  components  of  fascism  .  .  .  Coop¬ 
eration,  affection  showed  between  the 
same  sex,  questioning  of  authority  and 
rebellious  workers  all  threatened  this 
rightward  movement.” 


Ladd,  one  of  the  interns  working  on 
the  project.  Ladd  spoke  of  the  difficul¬ 
ties  involved  in  visitation  and  custody 
cases,  care  and  protection  suits,  and 
with  temporary  foster  care  for  the 
children  of  gay  parents.  She  explained 
the  vagueness  of  such  legal  concepts  as 
“best  interests  of  the  children”  and  an 
“unfit”  parent.  Ladd  stressed  that  gay 
parents  did  not  have  the  “privilege  of 
being  mediocre.” 

“Gay  parents,”  she  said,  “have  to 
measure  up,  they  have  to  be  twice  as 
good  .  .  .  and  where  one  judge  gets  off 
making  that  determination  [custody, 
visitation  rights]  ...  is  a  question  that 
concerns  me.” 

In  addition  to  discussing  barriers  to 
legal  progress,  the  barriers  which  exist 
within  the  gay  community  were  also 
brought  up.  A  member  of  the  Boston/ 
Boise  Committee  stated  his  concern 


Taffy  Comer,  also  of  Lavender  Re¬ 
sistance,  suggested  that  looking  at 
what  happened  in  Germany  in  the  late 
1920’s  could  be  helpful  in  understand¬ 
ing  what  is  happening  in  America 
today.  “As  the  fundamental  issues  of 
racism,  the  nuclear  family  and  male 
dominance  are  being  called  into  ques¬ 
tion  and  challenged  by  blacks,  women, 
and  gays  the  upper  strata  of  the  power 
hierarchy  have  coalesced  and  mobil¬ 
ized  a  broad-based  movement  loosely 
referred  to  as  the  New  Right.” 

As  people  “awakened  from  the 
American  dream,’  he  said,  they  realize 
the  real  problems  that  face  them.  Their 
fear  of  difference,  change,  and  growth 
make  it  easy  for  the  New  Right  to 
“dump  responsibility  for  the  increas¬ 
ing  despair  and  frustration  of  large 
masses  of  people  onto  the  backs  of 


that  gay  parents  were  proud  when  they 
had  straight  children.  “  ‘See,  we  can 
have  normal  children,  it’s  not  contagi¬ 
ous,’  is  a  self-deprecating  attitude 
many  gay  parents  hold,”  stated 
another  workshop  participant. 

Several  strategies  were  discussed  to 
overcome  these  barriers.  They  included 
working  through  the  professions  to 
gain  acceptance,  educating  judges, 
pressuring  those  people  who  have  the 
power  to  appoint  judges,  and  locating 
and  making  available  legal  and  psychi¬ 
atric  people  who  support  the  rights  of 
lesbian  mothers  and  gay  parents.

women,  blacks,  Jews,  and  gay 
people.”

The  New  Right  Discussed  by  Lavender  Resistance  at 
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Over  3,000  Celebrate  Gay  Pride 
Week  in  Los  Angeles 


LOS  ANGELES  —  The  eighth  an¬ 
nual  Gay  Pride  Parade  sponsored  by 
the  Christopher  Street  West  Associa¬ 
tion  attracted  some  3700  people  on 
July  2.  Police  estimated  some  15,000 
other  people  lined  Hollywood  Boule¬ 
vard  to  watch  the  parade. 

The  largest  contingents  in  the  line  of 
march  were  a  number  of  feminist  or¬ 
ganizations  which  ranged  from 
Lesbians  of  Color  to  the  National 
Organization  for  Women.  Various 
political,  social  and  religious  groups 
from  Los  Angeles  and  Long  Beach 
were  in  the  parade. 

The  marchers  carried  banners  de¬ 
nouncing  the  Briggs  Initiative.  The 
California  State  Senator  has  filed  a 
state-wide  initiative  question  on  the 
November  ballot  which  would  prohibit 
the  hiring  and  require  the  dismissal  of 
any  gay  teacher  or  public  school 
employee.  Briggs  has  also  filed  an 
initiative  in  support  of  the  death 
penalty. 

Observers  told  GCN  that  the  central 


thrust  of  the  Pride  Parade  here  was 
anti-Briggs.  A  rally  attended  by  about 
1000  people  in  DeLong  Pre  Park  de¬ 
nounced  the  anti-gay  initiative.  San 
Francisco  City  Supervisor  Harvey 
Milk,  grand  marshal  of  the  parade, 
was  the  featured  speaker  at  the  rally. 

While  the  rally  was  being  held,  the 
Christopher  Street  West  Association 
conducted  its  awards  ceremony  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Gay  Pride  Carnival. 
The  non-political  organization  named 
the  Rev.  Troy  Perry  as  “man  of  the 
year.”  Local  lesbian,  feminist,  social 
worker  Lillene  Field  was  named 
“woman  of  the  year.” 

Christopher  Street  West  also  gave 
awards  to  the  Tavern  Guild,  a  local 
business  organization,  and  to  the 
Stonewall  Democratic  Club. 

The  Los  Angeles  parade  was  the  last 
in  the  nation  during  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Pride  Weeks  this  year.  Unofficial 
estimates  showed  that  over  half  a 
million  people  marched  and  rallied 
throughout  the  nation. 


MIAMI,  FL  —  Some  1000  lesbians  and  gay  men  marched  through  the  streets  of 
this  city  in  celebration  of  Gay  Pride  Day,  June  25.

Conferees  Discuss  ‘Backlash’  After  Defeat  in  St.  Paul

MINNEAPOLIS,  MN  —  Educa¬ 
tional  work  on  gay  issues  should  take 
precedence  over  legislative  work  in  the 
next  few  years.  That  was  the  message 
of  both  speakers  at  a  conference  on 
“Backlash:  What  To  Do  About  It” 
held  here  June  24. 

“Gay  rights  today  is  simply  not  a 
winnable  issue  on  a  popular 
referendum  basis  virtually  anywhere  in 
the  United  States,”  State  Senator 
Allan  Spear  said  in  explaining  his 
advocacy  of  long-term  education  ef¬ 
forts  over  short-term  political  cam¬ 
paigns.  The  statement  was  viewed  by 
some  as  surprising  coming  from  Spear 
who  has  worked  actively  on  three  state 
gay  rights  bills  in  the  past  five  years 
and  played  an  important  role  in  the  St. 
Paul  referendum. 

Spear,  who  is  one  of  three  openly 
gay  legislators  elected  in  the  U.S., 
called  the  St.  Paul  campaign  “one  of 
the  best  run,  best  organized,  best  put 
together  campaigns  I’ve  ever  seen.” 
“We  did  not  lose  in  St.  Paul  because 
we  did  anything  wrong,”  he  said.  “We 


lost  in  St.  Paul  because  the  people  of 
this  country  are  not,  at  this  point, 
willing  to  affirm  gay  rights  at  the 
polls.” 

He  told  the  audience  of  about  150 
activists  and  organizers  that  passage  of 
a  Minnesota  gay  rights  bill  within  the 
next  two  or  three  years  is  “highly  un¬ 
likely.”  And  he  urged  his  listeners  to 
avoid  putting  much  hope  in  Congress, 
the  Supreme  Court  or  militant  street 
action. 

“It’s  time  now  to  focus  on  a  pains¬ 
taking,  long-term  educational  effort,” 
he  said. 

The  second  speaker  at  the  confer¬ 
ence,  National  Gay  Task  Force  Exec¬ 
utive  Director  Jean  O’Leary,  said  that 
she  agreed  with  Spear’s  emphasis  on 
education,  but  that  some  legislative 
work  should  continue.  She  said  she  saw 
some  value  in  further  referendum  cam¬ 
paigns. 

“We  can  still  use  the  referendum  if 
they  come  up,”  she  said.  “I  think  that 
they’re  very  good  forums.  The  prob¬ 
lem  is  that  people  who  are  facing  the 
referendums  still  think  that  they’re 


going  to  win,  and  so  they  want  to  try 
just  a  little  bit  different  tack  instead  of 
getting  out  there  and  using  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  educate  the  public  which 
really  has  to  be  our  major  goal  right 
now.” 

Spear  urged  those  involved  in  educa¬ 
tional  campaigns  to  abandon  the  argu¬ 
ment  that  gay  rights  is  merely  a  human 
rights  issue.  He  said,  the  “vote  for  our 
rights  even  though  you  hate  us”  argu¬ 
ment  was  strategically  necessary  in  six- 
or  seven-week  political  campaigns,  but 
that  in  long-term  educational  cam¬ 
paigns  it  is  better  to  confront  directly 
“those  very  deep,  very  troubling  issues 
involving  morality  and  sexuality.” 

O’Leary  specified  some  of  the  issues 
that  educational  campaigns  should 
focus  on.  “The  major  issues  in  the  next 
three  years  are  going  to  be  teachers, 
children  and  morality.”  she  said. 

Gay  people  should  admit,  O’Leary 
said,  that  we  want  openly  gay  teachers 
as  role  models  for  gay  children  and 
exlain  that  it’s  ridiculous  to  say  that 
gay  teachers  will  change  the  sexuality 
of  non-gay  students.  “It’s  almost  like 


saying  that  children  are  at  the  mercy  of 
every  single  role  model  that  comes 
along,”  she  said.  “It’s  not  giving  the 
kids  very  much  credit.” 

“If  you  say  you’re  not  going  to  dis¬ 
criminate  against  Catholics  and  Budd¬ 
hists,  it  doesn’t  mean  your  kids  are 
going  to  grow  up  to  be  Catholics  and 
Buddhists,”  she  said. 

Spear  said  that  churches  should 
receive  special  attention  from  gay 
activists.  Gay  rights  is  already  an  im¬ 
portant  issue  in  churches,  he  added. 
“In  fact, if  you  pick  up  a  Saturday 
newspaper  and  t  irn  to  the  religion 
page,  it  sometimes  looks  like  the  gay 
page.”  For  many  major  denomina¬ 
tions,  gay  rights  is  “the  most  divisive 
issue  since  slavery,”  he  said.

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Challenge  to  Liquor  License  of  P’Town  Bar  Dropped 


PROVINCETOWN,  MA  —  Revers¬ 
ing  an  earlier  decision,  the  Board  of  Se¬ 
lectmen  in  (his  town  has  decided  to 
drop  its  legal  challenge  to  the  right  of 
the  Atlantic  House  to  have  a  liquor 
license  this  summer. 

By  a  2  to  1  margin,  the  board  voted 
to  end  the  legal  battle  that  began  last 
July,  contending  that  the  court  costs 
would  be  too  high.  Last  summer,  seven 
men  were  arrested  at  the  Atlantic 
House  for  “committing  public  sex 
acts.” 

After  the  police  raid,  the  board 


voted  to  revoke  the  liquor  license,  an 
action  that  was  appealed  by  the  At¬ 
lantic  House  to  the  State  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  Commission.  Ruling 
that  the  revocation  was  too  harsh  a 
penalty,  the  commission  suggested  a 
30-day  license  suspension. 

As  reported  in  GCN  (Vol.  5,  No.  47) 
the  board  voted  to  keep  the  revocation 
in  effect.  The  Atlantic  House  appealed 
once  again  and  the  Beverage  Control 
Commission  issued  the  bar  a  license  on 
its  o  n  authority. 

An  angered  board,  asserting  that  the 


state  had  no  right  to  set  moral  stand¬ 
ards  for  Provincetown,  voted  4  to  1  to 
challenge  in  the  courts  the  state’s  right 
to  overrule  the  town’s  licensing  author¬ 
ity. 

At  a  town  meeting  on  June  26,  the 
officials  of  the  board  decided  to  drop 
the  appeal  because  of  high  legal  fees. 
Two  members  of  the  board  were  absent 
at  the  time. 

Board  member  Frank  Ambrose,  who 
had  supported  the  appeal  in  the  past, 
moved  to  stop  the  court  action.  “Prov¬ 
incetown  is  not  in  the  mood  to  spend 


any  more  money  on  this,”  Ambrose 
said. 

The  only  dissenting  vote  came  from 
the  chairperson  of  the  board,  Maw  Jo 
Avellar.  In  the  past,  Avellar  had  been 
one  of  the  more  outspoken  members  of 
the  board  pushing  for  the  court  fight. 

After  the  Monday  meeting  she  said, 
“I  was  prepared  to  pursue  this  case  to 
the  ultimate.  I  think  we  were  right  in 
principle  and  right  on  the  merits  of  the 
case.  I  resent  the  state  applying  inde¬ 
cent  standards  to  Provincetown.” 


‘Faggot’  Theater  Group  Causes  Stir  with  Advertisement 


PROVINCETOWN,  MA  —  The 
Pink  Satin  Bombers,  a  gay  theatre 
group,  presented  their  shows  during 
the  weekend  of  July  1  at  the  Town  Hall 
auditorium  as  planned.  According  to 
Town  Manager  Charles  Cobb  the  even¬ 
ings  went  as  planned  and  “were  un¬ 
eventful.” 

Prior  to  the  weekend  of  theatre  there 
was  some  indication  that  the  group 
might  not  have  been  able  to  present 
their  brand  of  “political  satire.”  Cer¬ 
tain  members  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  objected  to  the  advertising  of  the 
Bombers  which  referred  to  “an 
evening  of  faggot  theatre.” 

Mary- Jo  Avellar,  chairperson  of  the 
Provincetown  board,  led  a  group  of 
people  who  were  concerned  the  show 
would  be  in  bad  taste.  “I  don’t  really 
care  if  they  are  gay  or  straight,”  Avel¬ 


lar  said,  “I  think  their  advertising  is 
unspeakable.  Using  the  word  ‘faggot’ 
is  like  saying  ‘nigger’  theatre.” 

There  was  some  word  before  the 
weekend  that  certain  members  of  the 
board  would  protest  the  rental  of  the 
Town  Hall  auditorium.  But  Town 
Manager  Cobb,  who  rented  to  the 
group,  told  GCN  that  “nothing  mate¬ 
rialized.” 

The  producers  of  the  show,  Mary- 
Jane  Samuel  and  Anna  Annunziata, 
defended  the  advertising,  saying  that 
“faggot”  was  used  in  a  satirical  sense. 
They  said  that  most  people  have  a 
negative  reaction  to  the  word  and  they 
were  hoping  to  change  that. 

Samuel  added  that  the  nine-month- 
old  company  addresses  gay  oppression 
and  hopes  in  order  to  “raise  people’s 
consciousness.”  “The  Bombers  are

Samuel  said. 

“They  are  very  humorous  and  per¬ 
sonal.  Everyone  in  the  audience,  gay  or 
straight,  can  identify  with  their  per¬ 


formance.  It  is  a  great  education.”

viding  an  open  forum  for  women’s 
issues.  We  want  to  support  women 
working  in  the  movement  and  to  reach 
those  woman  not  yet  involved.  As  we 
document  our  own  herstory,  we  are 
creating  a  framework  to  develop  a 
radical  feminist  theory  that  will  serve 
as  a  basis  for  political  action.” 

Michelle  Miller,  a  member  of  the 
paper’s  editorial  staff,  told  GCN,  “We 
realize  that  there  is  a  void  in  the 
women’s  community  now,  since  the 
paper  folded,  but  we  hope  other  papers 
will  learn  from  our  mistakes  and  fill 
that  void.” 

The  demise  of  Sister  Courage  leaves 


two  feminist  newspapers  in  the  greater 
Boston  area.  Equal  Times,  “Boston’s 
Newspaper  for  Women,”  continues  to 
publish  bi-weekly.  The  newspaper, 
under  publisher  Eunice  West,  contains 
an  extensive  news  section  with  the 
focus  on  politics  and  “a  way  of  life.” 

The  monthly  Sojourner,  “the  New 
England  women’s  journal  of  news, 
opinions  and  the  arts,”  has  been 
publishing  for  over  two  years.  That 
paper  was  “founded  on  the  principle 
of  presenting  an  open  forum  for 
women  .  .  whose  goal  is  to  present  a 

space  in  which  all  women  can  speak 

freely  about  their  concerns.”

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The  Gay  Men’s  Theater  Collective  in  Crimes  Against  Nature. 


Arresting  Theater

Crimes  Against  Nature  is  a  must-see 
show.  The  theater  piece  by  San  Fran¬ 
cisco’s  Gay  Men’s  Theater  Collective 
projects  a  run  at  New  York’s  Actor’s 
Playhouse  through  the  summer  and, 
they  hope,  into  the  fall  —  if  they  can 
get  audiences  from  a  city  that  seems, 
on  the  whole,  somewhat  disinterested 
in  gay  theater.  The  show  ran  for  13 
months  in  San  Francisco. 

If  people  attend,  they  are  unlikely  to 
forget  what  they  will  see  and  hear.  The 
show  is  powerful,  well  thought-out, 
subtle  and  artful.  The  subject  is  the  op¬ 
pressions  of  gays,  but  there  are  few  glib 
political  answers  offered;  instead,  each 
member  of  the  collective  has  dug  down 
deep  into  himself  and  brought  up  the 
deep  effects  of  growing  up  gay  in  our 
society  —  the  things  they  have  had  to 
do  to  themselves  to  survive.  Near  the 
beginning,  the  title  is  turned  around  to 
serve  as  the  statement  of  the  theme: 
“What  we  have  done  to  survive  is  a 
crime  against  our  own  natures.” 


these  men  have  made  into  their  lives 
are  deeply  honest  and  valid,  and  they 
are  presented  forcefully,  with  genuine 
theatrical  art.  And  the  art  saves  the 
show  from  being  anything  like  the 
deadly,  solemn  bore  it  could  have 
been.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  almost  too 
rich,  and  almost  consistently  compel¬ 
ling. 

As  far  as  the  show  goes,  it  is  excel¬ 
lent,  but  it  does  have  an  important  lim¬ 
itation.  The  logical  working  out  of  its 
premise  overbalances  the  material  to¬ 
ward  the  negative  aspects  of  gay  life 
Yes,  everything  they  present  is  true, 
and  much  of  it  is  profoundly  true,  but 
there  is  little  presented  that  is  positive. 
Most  disturbingly,  several  powerfully 
negative  statements  about  gay  sex  have 
no  counterbalance  whatever,  and  non¬ 
gays  seeing  the  show  (or  gays  just 
coming  out)  may  well  feel  that  one 
message  of  the  show  is  that  gay  sex  is 
bloody  awful.  There  are  positive  parts 
of  the  show:  a  rejoicing  dance  at  the 


The  explorations  these  men  have  made  into  their  lives  are 
deeply  honest  and  valid,  and  they  are  presented  forcefully, 
with  genuine  theatrical  art. 


And  these  are  crimes  which  are  ex¬ 
plored  one  by  one  in  the  show:  one 
man  confesses  he  survives  by  being  a 
joker,  another  by  using  drugs,  another 
by  suppressing  his  “femininity,”  an¬ 
other  by  power,  another  by  seeking  to 
please  others  at  the  expense  of  knowing 
himself,  another  by  keeping  silent,  an¬ 
other  by  fantasizing  .  .  .  The  experience 
of  each  man  growing  up  gay  is  por¬ 
trayed,  with  flash-forwards  to  what 
their  survival  modes  mean  to  their  lives 
as  grown  gay  men. 

It  could  be  just  awful  —  a  bunch  of 
adolescent  psychologizing,  or  a 
sermon.  But  it  isn’t.  The  explorations 


end,  the  answer  these  men  have  found 
in  the  collective  experience,  and  the 
confident  physicality  of  the  actors’ 
interactions;  but  these  are  not  enough 
to  balance  a  fearsome  description  of 
fucking  (“vaseline,  shit,  cum  and 
blood”),  a  presentation  of 
“perverted”  want  ads,  and  a  rape 
scene.  Who  would  want  to  be  gay? 
And  why? 

The  show,  perhaps,  is  not  for  every¬ 
one:  it’s  for  those  who  think,  and  who 
have  some  fairly  sophisticated  knowl¬ 
edge  of  gay  life.  It’s  strong  stuff  — 
some  people  are  deeply  shaken  by  it. 
But  it  should  be  seen. 


Easy  to  Swallow

Throw  together  a  reluctantly  gay 
lifeguard,  an  infatuated  Hunter  Col¬ 
lege  bookworm,  a  rotund,  outrageous 
matchmaker  with  a  lover  who  is  Mr. 
Butch  Construction  Worker,  four 
other  equally  outlandish  characters, 
put  them  on  the  beach  at  Coney  Island, 
and  hand  them  a  wild  script  with  gay 
lib  rhetoric  edited  in,  and  you  have  all 
the  makings  for  Gulp!,  the  current  hit 
musical  at  the  Glines  in  New  York 
City.  The  show,  which  was  produced  at 
the  same  theatre  last  year  with  an 
almost  entirely  different  cast,  is  an 
evening  of  gay  theatre  that  is  too 
entertaining  to  pass  up. 

The  plot  is  no  different  from  those 
fabulous  Beach  Party  movies  of  the 
sixties:  young  love  flourishes  in  the 
summertime  and  everyone  is  out  for 
romance,  sex  and  fun.  Chris,  the  Hunt¬ 
er  College  student,  has  a  summer  crush 
on  Homer,  a  closety  lifeguard  at  Coney 
Island.  After  trying  many  tactics  to 
“get”  his  man,  Chris  gives  up  and 
finds  himself  another  lifeguard  to  love, 
or  at  least  flirt  with.  Homer,  feeling 
loneliness  more  intensely  now,  takes 
out  a  contract  on  his  own  life;  he’s 
decided  to  end  it  all  on  the  sunny  sands 
of  Brooklyn.  Father  William,  a  tall, 
crazy  cleric  who  wears  tennis  shoes 
with  his  robes,  is  the  hired  killer,  and 
flubs  his  contract  by  eating  a  hotdog 
(with  a  “gulp”)  and  breaking  out  in 
hives.  He  subsequently  gets  buried  in 
the  sand  up  to  his  neck  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  play,  to  prevent  himself 
from  scratching  the  hives. 

If  this  sounds  like  a  television 
situation-comedy,  suffice  it  to  say  that 
things  turn  out  well  in  the  end.  Young 
love  is  rewarded  and  consummated, 
everyone  has  their  every  need  met 
(except  the  “bad  guys”),  and  the  final 
scene  leaves  us  “happily  ever  after.” 
This  is  the  same  stuff  that  has  kept  the 
Fantasticks  running  off-Broadway  for 
countless  years  —  it  seems  that  laughs 


and  a  happy  ending  are  all  that’s 
needed  to  keep  packing  in  the  crowds. 

The  cast  is  a  talented  bunch  of  actors 
who  can  carry  the  burden  of  a  compli¬ 
cated  script  with  excellent  timing  and 
solid  characterization.  There  were  no 
slow  spots  in  this  production  and,  even 
when  the  madness  got  out  of  hand,  the 
personal  charms  of  the  cast  were  able 
to  keep  winning  the  approval  of  the 
audience. 

The  play  takes  place  on  June  28,  the 
eve  of  the  Stonewall  Riots  of  1969,  and 
this  reference  is  mentioned  several 
times  during  the  play.  The  gay  lib 
rhetoric  becomes  a  bit  heavyhanded  at 
times,  especially  during  the  finale  whert 
the  actors  march  through  the  audience, 
calling  for  everyone  to  go  out  and  join 
the  crusade  for  gay  liberation.  At  this 
point,  it  seems  that  we  have  six  charac¬ 
ters  and  a  play  in  search  of  a  theme,  so 
why  not  take  the  opportunity  to  extol 
the  virtues  of  being  gay? 

The  slide  projections  used  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  characters  are  a  good  idea, 
although  they  lack  smooth  incorpora¬ 
tion  into  the  production.  The  use  of 
slides  and  films  enhances  the  produc¬ 
tion  and  provides  a  more  complete 
sense  of  the  theatrical  to  this 
production. 

While  Gulp!  may  not  be  everyone’s 
cup  of  tea,  the  production  is  as  enter¬ 
taining  as  any  you’ll  find  in  New  York. 
For  a  night  of  many  laughs  and  much 
fun,  stop  by  the  Glines  in  Soho.  Gay 
theatre  for  a  gay  audience  is  a  rare  and 
wonderful  treat. 


Resorting  to  Mediocrity 


Hot  Rock  Hotel.  Written  and  directed 
by  Christopher  Caine.  At  the  Truck 
&  Warehouse  Theatre,  New  York

Though  I  did  not  pay  for  my  seats 
the  night  I  saw  Hot  Rock  Hotel,  I 
could  not  help  feei  for  those  who  had. 
There  are  several  delightful  things 
about  the  play,  but  there  are  so  many 
flaws  that  they  finally  dull  whatever  is 
amusing  and  well  done. 

Imagine  A  Comedy  of  Errors  set  in  a 
gay  Florida  resort  and  you  pretty  much 
have  the  structure  of  this  play.  How¬ 
ever,  there  is  such  a  conspicuous  lack 
of  imagination  in  the  author’s  manipu¬ 
lation  of  the  plot,  that  the  result  is  tired 
and  tortured  all  at  once. 

Wally,  the  proprietor  of  the  Hot 
Rock  Hotel,  finds  himself  on  the  verge 
of  losing  his  porter,  bartender,  and 
general  hunk,  Michael.  Enter  an  equal¬ 
ly  gorgeous,  though  totally  straight 
youth  by  the  name  of  Scott.  He’s  seen 
Wally’s  ad;  he’s  broke  and  decides  to 
apply.  Wally  mercifully  clues  Scott  in 
on  the  facts  of  life  at  this  particular 


establishment.  He  also  manages  to  per¬ 
suade  him  to  stay  for  just  the  weekend. 
So  far,  so  good. 

It  happens  that  one  of  the  hotel’s 
guests  is  Don,  a  famous  baseball  player 
who’s  writing  an  expose  on  the  life  of 
gay  athletes.  Unbeknownst  to  him, 
he’s  been  Scott’s  hero  for  years.  When 
Scott  discovers  that  Don  is  gay,  he’s 
hurt,  angry  and  slightly  queasy.  To 
complicate  matters,  Don  is  very  much 
attracted  to  Scott.  Amidst  myriad  plot 
complications  (identical  Vuitton  lug¬ 
gage,  a  politician  who  doubles  as  a  lea¬ 
ther  master,  an  aging  writer  and  his 
bored  young  escort,  a  porno  star  who 
used  to  be  the  writer’s  lover,  a  married 
“heterosexual”  couple,  and  a  dyke 
life-guard),  Don  tries  to  seduce  Scott. 
He  is  initially  unsuccessful,  but  his 
devotion  pays  off  in  the  end,  and  Scott 
is  converted  to  the  joys  of  gay  sex. 
Meanwhile,  the  leather  lad  and  the 
bored  escort  link  up;  the  writer  and  the 
stud  are  reconciled;  the  married  couple 
come  out.  Not  bad  for  a  weekend  in 
the  country. 

As  this  synopsis  suggests,  the  play  is 
hopelessly  contrived.  In  order  for  such

Wilde  &  Crazy  Guys

When  Craig  Russell  slipped  into  an 
evening  gown  and  ankled  across  the 
silver  screen  in  Outrageous,  he  made 
the  world  a  little  safer  for  the  often 
misunderstood,  often  abused  drag 
queen.  Harvey  Fierstein’s  Interna¬ 
tional  Stud  lakes  up  where  Outrageous 
left  off.  While  Russell’s  Robin  was 
loads  of  laughs,  running  from  one  mad 
adventure  to  another,  Fierstein’s  Ar¬ 
nold  is  more  concerned  with  emotional 
survival.  Despite  the  constant  campy 
dialogue,  this  is  ultimately  a  serious 
play. 

Arnold,  played  by  Fierstein,  is  a 
voung,  talented  drag  star  named  Vir¬ 
ginia  Ham,  with  a  raspy  voice  and 
deep,  telling  eyes.  In  the  hopes  of  meet¬ 
ing  a  lover,  he  frequents  the  notorious 
backroom  bar,  the  International  Stud. 
He  meets  Ed,  a  confused,  butch  bi¬ 
sexual  who’s  all  smile  and  no  sincerity. 
Somehow  their  romance  lasts  several 
months,  until  Ed’s  parents  come  for 
the  summer  and  he  retreats  to  the 
security  and  status  of  rampant  hetero¬ 
sexuality.  Arnold  is  abandoned  for  the 
summer,  until  the  folks  leave  and  Ed 
feels  safe  returning  to  the  gay  scene. 
Arnold  is  left  with  the  decision  —  take 
Ed  back,  despite  the  pain,  or  throw  the 
bastard  out! 

If  the  plot  seems  simple  and  even 
trite,  il  does  not  appear  that  way  on 
stage.  The  subjecthere  is  the  victimiza¬ 
tion  of  gay  men  (especially  drag 
queens)  by  men  (bisexual,  straight,  lib¬ 
eral  .  .  .)  who  cannot  accept  their  gay 
sides.  Arnold  must  wonder  what  he  is 
looking  for  —  love  or  victimization? 
As  he  wallows  in  self-pity  and  misery, 
listening  to  old  torch  singers,  he  ro¬ 
manticizes  the  pain  that  women  suffer 
when  mistreated  by  men.  The  ultimate 
question  here  seems  to  be:  Where  do 


we  draw  the  line  between  love  and 
masochism?  Is  there  a  difference? 

Fierstein’s  play,  originally  produced 
by  La  Mama  E.T.C.,  is  an  exciting  and 
important  piece  of  new  theatre.  Most 
of  the  scenes  involve  one  character  — 
Arnold  talking  to  himself  as  he  pre¬ 
pares  for  a  performance;  Ed,  alone 
onstage,  trying  to  pick-up  Arnold 
when  they  first  meet  in  the  bar;  Arnold 
venturing  into  the  backroom  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Stud.  Fierstein’s  ten  minute 
monologue  as  he  is  getting  assfucked

by  a  faceless  stranger  is  an  extraordin¬ 
ary  piece  of  vocal  and  body  control, 
with  the  humor  as  well  timed  as  the 
orgasm.  The  acting  carries  this  chal¬ 
lenging  play  and  both  Fierstein  and 
Richard  Dow,  who  plays  Ed,  are  first- 
rate  actors. 

This  is  an  important  play  for  gay 
men  to  see.  It  probes  issues  of  import¬ 
ance  to  gay  men  in  1978  —  backroom 
bars,  drag,  categories  of  sexuality. 
More  important,  however,  is  the 
forced  confrontation  the  audience  lias 
with  victimization.  Unfortunately, 
such  victimization  is  a  subject  that 
remains  pertinent  to  the  gay  commun¬ 
ity.  Perhaps  the  next  phase  of  gay 
theater  will  begin  when  gay  people  no 
longer  appear  as  victims. 


The  ultimate  question  here  seems  to  be:  where  do  we  draw 

the  line  between  love  and  masochism  &  is  there  a  differ¬ 
ence?

liners,  and  even  they  seem  the  exclusive 
province  of  an  outrageous  black  queen 
(naturally)  by  the  name  of  Andy.  Andy 
is  truly  magnificent  as  he  swoops  acros 
the  stage  in  gold  lamme,  leaving  a  trail 
of  camp  and  havoc  in  his  wake.  The 
actor  Akim  obviously  enjoys  his  role 
and  plays  it  to  the  hilt.  His  imperson¬ 
ation  of  Eartha  Kitt  in  Timbuktu  is 
almost  worth  the  price  of  the  tickets. 

Wally,  the  hotel  manager,  is  also 
very  good  as  a  kind  of  nelly  Dick  Van 
Patten,  and  Scott  and  the  leather  man 
also  put  in  good  performances.  The 
rest  of  the  acting  ranged  from  medi- 


tions  as  filler,  which  only  makes  the 
jokes  seem  fewer  and  farther  apart 
than  they  actually  are. 

Consequently,  Hot  Rock  Hotel  is 
not  a  success.  A  tighter  production, 
better  acting,  finer  characterization, 
and  a  lot  of  re-writing  are  definitely  in 
order.

What  does  one  say  about  a  “rhythm 
and  blues  revue’’  which  tells  the  tragic 
story  of  Paul  Verlaine  and  Arthur 
Rimbaud  in  a  rock  song  called  Rim, 
Rim,  Rimbaud ?  What  is  one  to  think 
when  the  imprisonment  of  Oscar  Wilde 
in  Reading  Gaol  is  told  in  song  and 
dance  via  the  old  1950’s  tune  You  Talk 
Too  Much ?  Did  Oscar  Wilde  meet 
Isadora  Duncan  to  be  consoled  by  the 
dancer  with  the  “fact”  that  he  would 
become  a  symbol  for  gay  liberation  as 
she  had  become  the  symbol  for  femin¬ 
ists? 

The  silliness  and  lunacy  are  Hot 
Peaches.  The  revue  was  their  Gay 
Pride  Week  production  of  Oscar.  The 
story  is  Oscar’s,  “a  35-year-old  faggot 
who  is  writing  a  musical  based  on  the 
life  of  Oscar  Wilde.”  In  his  fervent 
and  fertile  imagination,  Oscar  plays 
out  his  musical  in  a  place  in  his  mind 
called  “The  Gaiety  Theatre.” 

We  are  treated  to  the  inner  workings 
of  Oscar  and  to  the  zany  group  of  char¬ 
acters  in  his  slowly  evolvin’  life  and 
production.  We  are  treated  is  well  to 
the  inspired  zaniness  of  Jim  Camicia 


who  is  Oscar  in  this  latest  production 
at  The  Peaches  on  Christopher  Street 
in  New  York.  Camicia  leads  the  players 
and  on-stage  musicians  through  a  num¬ 
ber  of  strong  rock  and  rhythm  and 
blues  pieces  with  a  deft  comic  touch. 

There  is  no  end  to  the  madness  going 
on  in  the  troupe’s  sixth  floor  loft  the¬ 
atre.  The  Rimbaud  piece  is  sung  by  a 
high  school  trio  from  New  Jersey  who 
portray  Aubrey  Beardsley,  Walt  Whit¬ 
man  and  Paul  Verlaine.  The  three-part 
harmony  and  references  to  “silly  little 
boys”  used  to  describe  the  ill-fated 
Verlaine/Rimbaud  affair  is  spoof  of 
the  highest  form. 

Within  the  comedy  and  raunchy 
song  and  flying  insults,  Hot  Peaches 
serves  up  a  hefty  bit  of  politics  and 
liberation.  The  Oscar  of  the  play  is  not 
someone  to  be  pushed  about  silently  by 
the  forces  that  would  keep  him  im¬ 
prisoned  within  himself.  “I  am  a  smart 
fag,”  cries  a  defiant,  albeit  fright- 
wigged  Oscar,  “because  I  left  straight 
behind.” 

Hot  Peaches  does  not  give  specific 
credit  for  the  conception  or  creation  of 
“Oscar,”  so  let  us  list  them  all  to  give 
their  due  credit.  Along  with  Camicia 
are  Neduccia  Asta,  Emilio  Cubiero, 
Julia  Frances,  Dave  Laskie,  Joe 
Longo,  Lazar  Mintz,  Jan  Robijns  and 
Bill  Smith.

Let’s  Get  On 

with  Living

I  read  Pat  M.  Kuras’  article  in  this 
week’s  GCN  Forum  with  some  inter¬ 
est.  I,  too,  wonder  whether  Pride 
Marches  are  valid  in  1978.  While  Ms. 
Kuras  feels  that  the  gay  community 
needs  “upcoming  plans  of  action”  to 
fight  for  legislative  victories,  I  see  quite 
the  opposite.  Pride  Marches  are  not 
valid  in  1978  because  straight  society 
has  clearly  stated  that  they  do  not  want 
us  to  be  militant.  The  gay  movement 
should  find  a  new  strategy  and,  in  my 
opinion,  that  strategy  should  be  to 
become  normal  citizens  like  anyone 
else. 

Despite  all  the  demonstrations,  de¬ 
bates,  media  coverage  of  the  issue  of 
homosexuality  in  Miami,  St.  Paul, 
Wichita,  and  Eugene,  gay  people  have 
won  nothing.  This  is  because,  even  if 
every  gay  person  wereregistered  to  vote 
or  marched  in  a  parade,  we  are  still  less 
than  10%  of  the  population.  There  are 
not  enough  of  us  to  effectively  “force 
the  issue.”  By  demonstrating  and  pa¬ 
rading  around  town  spouting  political 
jargon  and  calling  for  people  to  grant 
us  our  civil  rights,  we  get  nowhere. 

What  I  believe  is  the  most  effective 
way  for  gay  people  to  decrease  the  har¬ 
assment  we  face  is  by  fitting  into  the 
mainstream  of  society.  In  1978  the 
New  Right  is  too  great  for  us  to  defeat 
it;  we  should  wait  for  conservatism  to 
abate  and  a  more  liberal  climate  to  take 
effect.  It  is  ridiculous  for  us  to  keep 
fighting  and  losing.  The  only  thing  we 
hurt  are  ourselves.  Fewer  gay  people 
marched  all  over  the  country  because 
they  are  afraid  of  the  repression  that  is 
indicated  by  the  referenda  defeats.  We 
must  stop  the  tactic  of  marching  and 
begin  living. 

By  “living”  I  mean  that  we  should 
go  about  our  jobs,  our  family  lives,  our 
socializing  as  normal  people.  Why 
should  we  ever  tell  anyone  that  we  are 
gay?  Do  straight  people  go  around 
informing  us  that  they’re  straight? 
Why  not  just  keep  our  private  lives 


private  and  leave  sexual  matters  for  the 
bedroom.  Straight  people  are  tired  of 
being  bombarded  with  rhetoric  about 
gay  pride,  gay  lifestyles,  gay  liberation, 
gay  rights,  gay  bars  .  .  .  and  so  am  I! 

All  I  have  ever  wanted  out  of  life  is  a 
good  job,  a  good  home,  and  someone 
to  love.  I  have  all  three  things  right 
now.  No  one  at  my  job  (I  am  an  engi¬ 
neer)  asks  me  if  I  am  gay.  Many  of 
them  know,  but  they  don’t  mind 
because  I  am  not  as  pushy  and  strident 
as  some  others  are.  If  all  gay  people 
were  to  drop  the  marches  and  the 
political  rigamarole  and  get  on  with  the 
business  of  living,  we’d  all  be  a  lot 
better  for  it.

Lack  of  Media 
Attention  Hurts 
Gay  Pride

I  wholeheartedly  disagree  with  the 
statements  made  in  your  Forum  col¬ 
umn  of  the  July  1  issue  concerning  gay 
apathy.  In  the  first  place  there  was  a 
definite  “blackout”  of  all  information 
concerning  the  Gay  Pride  Parade  by 
the  media  (newspapers,  radio,  and  tele¬ 
vision).  Unless  one  had  a  copy  of 
GCF,  he  or  she  was  totally  oblivious  to 


the  fact  that  there  was  to  be  a  march  (at 
least  to  those  outside  of  Boston 
proper). 

Many  gays  that  I  know,  on  the  north 
shore  in  particular,  had  called  the 
media  on  that  Saturday  morning,  ask¬ 
ing  whether  there  was  to  be  a  Gay 
Pride  March,  and  from  what  I  under¬ 
stand,  those  answering  for  the  par¬ 
ticular  media  called  claimed  that  they 
had  heard  nothing  about  any  such 
march.  This  was*in  “marked”  contrast 
to  last  year  when  most  of  the  media 
had  something  to  say  about  the  event, 
and  WEEHn  particular  broadcast  the 
coming  event  at  least  every  fifteen 
minutes  all  of  that  Saturday  morning. 
Those  who  did  try  to  call  GCN  on 
Saturday  did  not  connect  with  anybody 
until  around  11  a.m.,  too  late  to  make 
a  start  in  for  the  parade. 

It  is  horrendously  frightening  to 
think  that  the  “right  wing”  has 
assumed  control  of  our  media  to  the 
extent  of  possibly  causing  such  a  total 
blackout  of  an  event  of  direct  concern 
to  at  least  ten  percent  of  our  popu¬ 
lation,  and  probably  of  concern  to 
another  ten  or  twenty  percent  of  our 
“straight”  sympathizers. 

Finally,  I  think  that  after  talking 
with  many  concerned  gay  citizens,  I 
believe  that  with  proper  direction  and 
“more”  dedicated  leadership  in  con¬ 
trolling  such  an  important  event,  that 
there  is  no  understandable  reason  why 
we  should  not  get  between  twenty  and 
thirty  thousand  people  at  such  a 
gathering.

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Amethyst  Women:  Socializing  Without  Drinking

The  amethyst  is  a  lavender  stone 
used  by  the  ancient  Greeks  to  ward  off 
drunkenness.  In  Cambridge  there  is  a 
group  called  Amethyst  Women,  a 
social  organization  for  sober  lesbian 
alcoholics  and  their  women  friends.  It 
is  a  collective  which  organizes  drug- 
free  events  that  are  held  about  every 
two  months. 

When  I  first  started  going  to  events 
run  by  Amethyst  Women,  I  was  just 
beginning  to  suspect  that  my  drinking 
was  out  of  control.  As  a  lesbian  I 
thought  that  drinking  was  inherent  in 
the  lesbian  lifestyle  and  that  A. A.  was 
for  old,  male  derelicts  and  a  very  few 
heterosexual  women.  I  heard  that 
Amethyst  Women  was  running  a  drug- 
free  event  for  alcoholic  lesbians  and 
their  women  friend'-.  I  thought  that 
there  would  probably  be  ten  women 
there  at  most,  and  that  nobody  would 
be  having  a  good  time.  How  can  any¬ 
body  have  a  good  time  without  alco¬ 
hol? 

When  I  finally  got  up  the  courage  to 
go,  I  found  the  room  crowded  with 
about  50  good-looking  lesbians.  1 
heard  a  lot  of  laughter  and  the  only  one 
who  appeared  incapable  of  having  a 
good  time  without  a  drink  was  me. 

That  was  more  than  a  year  and  a  half 
ago.  It  has  been  almost  that  long  since 
I  had  my  last  drink.  Thanks  to  the 
warmth,  compassion  and  sisterliness  of 
many  of  the  lesbians  who  attend  Ame¬ 
thyst  Women  events,  I  have  learned  to 
live  a  freer  life. 

Once  I  began  to  feel  that  I  had  the 
energy  to  help  organize  events,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  attending  them,  I  decided  to 
find  out  more  about  Amethyst 
Women.  I  spoke  to  Cathy  who  had  the 
original  idea  for  the  collective.  “I  was 
about  six  months  sober  and  working  in 
a  boring  job,”  she  told  me.  “I  couldn’t 
waif  to  go  home  at  noontime  to  take 
my  daily  nap;  about  all  1  could  handle 


at  the  time  was  half  a  day  of  life.  1  was 
trying  to  think  of  a  mind  excursion  that 
would  help  me  get  through  my  last 
hours  of  work  that  day  and  I  started 
thinking  about  getting  together  an 
event  for  sober  alcoholic  lesbians  —  a 
social  event  to  meet  our  need  for  a 
sense  of  community.” 

The  outcome  was  a  dinner  organized 
by  Cathy  and  a  friend,  Cheryl,  and 
attended  by  about  50  women.  Not  all 
of  them  were  lesbians  and  not  all  were 
alcoholic,  but  all  were  supportive  of 
Amethyst  Women.  Other  women 
began  to  help  organize  other  events, 
such  as  a  pot-luck  dinnr  and  dance,  a 
1950s  dance,  and  speaker  events.  Child 
care  has  been  provided  at  these  events. 

‘‘One  thing  that  Amethyst  Women 
does  is  show  women  who  are  new  and 
women  who  perhaps  haven’t  faced 
their  alcoholism  that  there  are  ways  to 
socialize  without  drinking.  The  gay 
community  has  been  pushed  together 
into  bars  by  society  and  it  seems  that’s 
the  only  place  to  socialize.” 

I  ask£d  Cathy  what  kinds  of  women 
are  involved  in  organizing  these  events. 
“Amethyst  Women’s  members  are 
very  different  women  with  a  common 

goal.  Not  all  members  are  alcoholic  but 
they  are  all  lesbians.  They  are  women 
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who  believe  we  can  develop  an  atmos¬ 
phere  where  there  aren’t  any  drugs. 
They  believe  this  because  they  have 
either  experienced  personally,  or  seen 
in  others,  the  destruction  that  drugs 
such  as  alcohol  have  caused  to  women 
in  our  society.” 

The  next  Amethyst  Women  event  is 
going  to  be  a  pot-luck  picnic  and  soft- 
ball  game.  Women  are  welcome 
regardless  of  their  softball  skills.  Some 
women  will  bring  musical  instruments 
and  there  will  be  child  care  provided.  It 
will  be  held  at  Rock  Meadow  in  Bel¬ 
mont,  from  1  to  5  p.m.  on  Sunday, 
July  16  (raindate  July  23).  If  you  want 
more  information  on  this  event  call 
661-1316.

There  are  two  extremities  in  the 
diction,  two  lines,  if  you  like,  to  the 
poetry  of  George  Whitmore.  One  is 
rapid,  conversational,  plain; 

I  am  with  two  women  in  a  Chinese 
restaurant 

and  we  are  laughing  too  loud 
The  waiters  are  afraid 
we’ll  scare  off  business. 

My  friends  the  two  women  are  very 
much  in  love. 

The  other  is  heavy-footed,  resonant, 
metaphoric: 

Acute  the  undersea  scenery 
trundled  by  on  hissing  fins, 
all  eyes;  jellied  frights 
trailed  by  their  senses  and  stings. 
Although  most  of  the  poetry  in  Getting 

Gay  in  New  York  can  be  situated  pre¬ 
cisely  between  these  language  poles, 
the  poles  themselves  point,  or  at  least 
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George  Whitmore 

correspond,  to  extremities  in  gay 
development  in  general.  The  poems  are 
all  about-  the  extremities  to  which  we 
have  been  forced,  partially  by  the 
hostilities  of  straight  society.  Some  of 
us  have  grown  up  alone,  our  ‘‘secret” 
unshared,  and  in  some  ways  impov¬ 
erished.  Then,  because  we  have  been 
unable  to  assume  our  rights  to  free 
sexual  expression,  we  have  grown 
inwardly,  immersed  in  ourselves,  cut 
off,  impacted,  and  at  times  only 
privately  nourishing.

York”  is  like  the  benefit  of  getting  gay 
anywhere  else  probably.

History  and  Humanity 

The  View  from  the  Closet:  Essays  on  Gay  Life  and  Liberation,  1973-1977  by  A. 
Nolder  Gay.  108pp.  Boston:  Union  Park  Press.  $3.00.

A.  Nolder  Gay,  ex-contributor  to  GCN  and  current  columnist  at  Esplanade, 
has  collected  the  best  of  his  sage  writings  into  this  small  volume  of  worldly 
wisdom.  As  a  fan  of  A.  Nolder  since  he  first  started  writing  for  GCN  in  1973,  I 
looked  forward  to  the  publication  of  this  collection  with  great  interest.  I’ve  become 
addicted  to  a  bi-weekly  dose  of  his  insights  and  humor,  and  I  wondered  whether  an 
entire  collection  of  his  writings  would  cause  me  to  overdose. 


1  am  happy  to  report  that  the  articles 
in  this  collection  are  so  varied,  and  so 
carefully  chosen,  that  even  an  addict 
won’t  tire  of  them.  The  View  from  the 
Closet  captures  A.  Nolder  in  his  full 
glory  —  articles  on  politics,  gay  libera¬ 
tion,  culture,  and  humor,  as  well  as  his 
candid  observations  on  the  Boston 
scene  (including  some  choice  words  on 
his  departure  from  GCN  in  the  intro¬ 
duction).  Always  enlightening,  even 
when  one  disagrees  with  his  political- 
perspective,  A.  Nolder’s  writings  are 
the  writings  of  a  man  who  cannot  let 
the  world  pass  by  without  offering  his 
two  cents.  What  comes  through  in  all 
his  columns,  however,  is  the  full 
human  quality  of  the  writer,  rather 
than  just  his  opinions.  This  is  the  mark 
of  a  good  columnist  and  is  probably 
the  cause  for  the  cult  of  A.  Nolder  fans 
throughout  the  gay  community. 

Included  in  the  collection  are  A. 
Nolder’s  tale  of  his  first  trip  to  the 
Charles  Street  Meetinghouse  (meeting 
his  first  known  lesbian  who,  “surpris¬ 
ingly,  did  not  bite”);  his  article  “A 
Sense  of  Proportion,”  my  favorite  of 
his  series  on  sex  and  the  aging  gay 
male;  and  his  classic  piece  on  the 
history  and  growth  of  the  South  End. 

Even  -when  he  lets  the  professor  in  him 

get  out  of  hand,  A.  Nolder  comes 
through  with  real  human  feelings  in 
the  end.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  key 
to  his  popularity. 

A.  Nolder’s  coming  out  as  a  gay 
writer,  closely  parallels  the  recent 
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growth  of  gay  liberation  in  Boston  and 
a  reading  of  this  book  includes  tidbits 
on  Boston  gay  history,  such  as  the 
development  of  the  Lavender  Rhino 
media  campaign  five  years  ago,  the 
beginnings  of  Gay  Health  Night  at  the 
Fenway,  and  early  gay  pride  parades. 
The  only  columns  I  wish  were  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  collection  are  the  discus¬ 
sions  with  A.  Nolder’s  cat  Mischief, 
which  seem  pointless  and  devoid  of 
humor. 

While  this  community  has  many  self- 
appointed  local  philosophers,  A. 
Nolder  has  been  with  us  most  consist¬ 
ently  for  five  years  and,  whether  you 
agree  with  him  or  not,  he’s  certainly 
worth  reading.

Woman  Tales 
from  Metis  Press 


Wild  Women  Don  V  Get  the  Blues, 
stories  by  Barbara  Emrys.  Chicago: 
Metis  Press,  1977;  51  pp.  $3.00.

Barbara  Emrys  admits  that  she 
“does  not  believe  in  the  concept  of  po¬ 
litical  correctness.”  Her  stories  seem  to 
be  thinly-disguised  autobiographies. 
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yet  are  relevant  to  diverse-numbers  of 
women. 

“Reunion”  details  a  dyke’s  return  to 
her  old  high  school.  The  story  ends  on 
a  whimsical  note  as  Chris  beams  sup¬ 
portive  vibes  to  a  long-ago,  suspected 
lesbian  teacher. 

Some  of  Emrys’  stories  are  uncon¬ 
ventional  in  that  they  have  no  definite 
beginnings  or  ends.  They  simply 
remark  on  segments  of  women’s  lives. 
Among  other  things,  “Imaginary  Con¬ 
versation”  focuses  on  a  lesbian  caught 
in  an  unfulfilling  relationship  which  re¬ 
mains  stagnant,  much  to  the  dismay  of 
her  roommate. 

Other  stories  highlight  working  class 
women  and  their  struggles  —  one  in  the 
form  of  a  hospital  attendant,  the  other 
a  secretary.  Her  stories,  though  frag¬ 
mented,  are  convincingly  real  and,  as 
the  volume  title  suggests,  increasingly 
hopeful.

Shedevils,  stories  by  Barbara  Sheen. 
Chicago:  Metis  Press,  1978;  74  pp. 
$3.50.

Barbara  Sheen  has  little  regard  for 
capital  letters  and  she  often  uses  a  pho¬ 
netic  spelling  for  words.  Once  her  code 
is  broken,  readers  can  be  treated  to  a 
very  macabre  wit.  “Fairy  Tale”  is  per¬ 
haps  the  purest  example  of  her  devilish 
humor.  In  her  tale,  an  isolated  woman 
bumps  off  a  telephone  repairman 
simply  because  he  reminds  her  of  a  by¬ 
gone  lover. 

“Bar  in  New  Hampshire”  offers  a 
tingling  jolt  of  women-identification  in 
the  form  of  a  woman  who  comes  be¬ 
tween  a  cruising  heterosexual  man  and 
his  intended  target.  With  “The  Hitch¬ 
hiker,”  Sheen  uses  blatant  imagery  to 
present  a  woman,  unhampered  by 
men,  as  a  freak.  It  is  an  unnerving  par¬ 
allel  to  how  straight  men  view  women 
whomtheyare  unable  to  control.  Sheen 
tips  heterosexist  society  upside-down 
with  her  presentation  of  distinctly 
strong  women.  Her  stories,  in  content 
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and  form,  are  unique  battles  against 
convention. 

Nothing  to  Laugh  At 

“ And  God  Bless  Uncle  Harry  and  his 
Roommate  Jack,  who  we're  not  sup¬ 
posed  to  talk  about":  Cartoons  from 
Christopher  Street.  72  pp.  New  York: 
Avon.  $2.95.

People  have  said  that  the  gay  move¬ 
ment  lacks  a  sense  of  humor.  This 
book,  a  collection  of  cartoons  from 
Christopher  Street,  does  little  to 
change  the  situation. 

What’s  so  funny  about  a  line  of 
fluffy  faggots  waiting  to  use  an  “In¬ 
stant  Rejection”  machine  because  “it’s 
better  than  waiting  three  hours  in  a 
smoke-filled  bar  for  it”?  Or  the  vanity 
of  a  gay  guy  using  a  reflector  to  tan 
himself  by  a  light  bulb?  Or  the  obses¬ 
sion,  throughout  the  book,  on  beauty, 
youth,  lily-white  skin,  and  machismo? 

Out  of  shape,  older  gays  are  mocked 
as  pathetic.  The  only  working-class  gay 
is  an  unshaven,  nasty-looking  con¬ 
struction  worker.  And  not  a  single 
black  person  appears  in  the  entire 
book. 

There  are  a  few  funny  moments, 
such  as  Rick  Fiala’s  cartoons  of  toads 
congregating  in  a  bar  with  the  caption 
“After  a  hard  day  at  the  office,  it’s 
nice  to  be  with  your  own  kind,  isn’t 
it?”  and  Nancy  MarchalBs  magi  dis¬ 
covering  “It’s  a  girl!”  But  if  the  gay 
movement  is  ever  going  to  develop  a 
healthy  sense  of  humor,  it’s  going  to  be 
from  cartoons  that  inspire  both  humor 
and  pride.

suspect,  in  one’s  having  gotten  gay 
once  the  getting  itself  has  been  gotten 
over  with.  From  the  evidence  before  us 
here,  for  George  Whitmore  —  poet, 
critic,  activist,  and  former  books  editor 
for  the  Advocate  —  gay  life  in  New 
York  can  be  a  pretty  grim  business. 
The  first  section^of  Getting  Gay  offers 
us  a  series  of  nightmare  glimpses  of 
night  life  in  the  Big  Apple’s  houses  and 
haunts,  on  its  roller  rinks  and  meat 
racks  —  a  specifically  male  world  of 
fantasy-inspired  desire,  erotic  postur¬ 
ing,  and  only  partially  concealed 
violence:  “the  kid’s  teeth  are  like  long 
knives.”  Allowing  ourselves  to  believe 
that  the  Real  is  outside  ourselves,  we 
search  for  Neptune  or  Abednego,  “the 
perfect  lover”  or  “the  inevitable 
cyclist,”  dreaming  a  “poor  child¬ 
hood’s  version/  of  a  vision  of  flight” 
while  we  settle  for  sex  that  is  like 
nothing  so  much  as  submersion  —

Under  the  night  ceiling  the  room  is  still

The  junkie  smiles  at  me, 

but  I  need  a  blaster,  not  an  etcher, 

a  hacker,  not  a  scratcher. 

Getting  Gay  in  New  York  does  not 
end  on  this  bleak  note.  After  a  brief 
analytical  foray  into  his  early  inhibi¬ 
tions  —  first  fears  of  homosexuality 
(“We  do  nothing  for  it,/  terrified  that 
it  will  blossom  and  blind  us”)  as  well  as 
of  heterosexuality  (“We  wished  for 
any  reprieve/ from  the  manhood  we 
knew”)  —  Whitmore  shares  with  us 
the  tentative  love  possibilities  he  has 
experienced:  his  non-sexual  relation¬ 
ship  with  two  lesbians,  a  crisp 
encounter  with  a  man  at  Riis  Park,  a 
“Raw  Adventure  in  the  Woods”:

the  way  it  was  the  first  time  ever, 
satisfying  (flight  was  not  wished  for, 
nor  drowning)  the  way  falling  asleep  was 
if  we  could  ever,  awakening,  remember. 
Down  from  the  sky  (“flight  .  .  .  not 
wished  for”)  and  out  of  the  ocean 
(“nor  drowning”):  on  the  ground  then 
—  or  the  beach  —  is  where  all  properly 
human  loving  must  begin: 

Suddenly,  in  the  gray,  it  was  as  if 
we  had  been  thrown  up  out  of  the  sea 
without  even  a  memory’s  glimpse 
of  what  love  was  full  of. 

Getting  Gay  in  New  York  conveys 
ultimately  good  news.  Within  its  cov¬ 
ers,  Whitmore  seems  to  have  solved  a 
technical  problem:  his  best  poetry 
(“To  a  Boy  in  Kentucky,”  for  ex¬ 
ample)  bears  the  stamp  of  his  polar 
explorations,  of  fluidity  on  the  one 
hand  and  imagistic  density  on  the 
other.  Furthermore,  there  are  glim¬ 
merings  of  hope  within  that  poetry,  as 
in  this  sumptuous  consideration  of  the 
poet’s  sleeping  partner,  Adam’s  vision 
of  .  .  .  Adam,  bathed  in  light  and  with 
all  his  beginnings  still  ahead  of  him: 

I  awakened  to  the  slush  of  breath 
flowing  on  slyly  between  your  teeth. 
You  lay  cushioned  there  smooth 
and  white  in  the  slap  of  sunlight.
